Tam  ’84  and  Dave  Fassnacht  are  busy  people.  They  are 
involved  in  the  lives  of  their  children,  have  taken  on 
many  volunteer  opportunities,  are  members  of  Ephrata 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  and  are  investors  in  an  exciting 
local  hasehall  enterprise  called  B2B  Baseball  & Softball 
Academy  (www.h2hhasehall.com).  And  they  find  the  time 
to  support  higher  education. 

“We  both  value  education,  so  we’re  glad  to  he  able  to 
give  back,”  Tam  says.  The  former  Tamela  Wolf  graduated 
from  Elizabethtown  College  in  1984  with  a degree  in 
mathematics,  although  she  originally  planned  on  studying 
social  work.  After  college,  she  worked  for  several  Lancaster 
County  (Pa.)  businesses. 

She  and  Dave  grew  up  in  Akron,  a small  town  in 
Lancaster  County.  They  met  at  a summer  program  at  the 
Akron  Playground  “...through  Tam’s  cousin,”  Dave  recalls 
with  a smile.  They  married  while  Dave  was  a student  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  She  worked  at  the  university  while 
Dave  studied  and  played  football  for  Penn.  After  he  graduated 
from  the  Wharton  School  of  Business  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1988,  the  couple  moved  to  Connecticut  for 
a short  time.  When  they  started  their  family,  they  returned  to 
Pennsylvania.  They  lived  in  Akron  for  a number  of  years  until 
they  built  their  current  home  in  Ephrata  in  2001. 

Dave  has  worked  for  Wellington  Management  Company 
LLC  most  of  his  career.  At  Wellington,  he  is  a senior  vice 
president,  partner,  and  equity  portfolio  manager. 

The  Fassnachts  have  three  children.  Danielle  is  a 
sophomore  music  education  and  voice  performance  major  at 
Susquehanna  University  in  Selinsgrove,  Pa.;  their  son,  Chris, 
is  a junior  in  high  school,  and  Nate  is  in  sixth  grade. 

“It  used  to  he  concerts  and  sports  in  our  lives  . . . now  it’s 
sports  and  more  sports,”  Tam  jokes.  The  hoys  are  involved  in 
football,  basketball  and  baseball,  and  of  course  there’s  a lot 
of  time  spent  at  the  B2B  Baseball  & Softball  Academy.  The 
Fassnachts  make  the  hoys’  sports  a family  affair.  Tam  gives  time 
to  the  football  and  hasehall  booster  clubs,  while  Dave  is  on  the 
Ephrata  Baseball  Association  hoard  and  has  coached  basketball 
for  the  past  several  years. 

“Athletics  is  a great  way  to  get  to  know  people,”  Dave 
says.  "Being  involved  in  sports  teaches  you  teamwork  and 
discipline,  success  and  failure.” 

Recently,  Tam  and  Dave  combined  their  love  of  sports 
with  their  desire  to  give  hack  by  supporting  Elizabethtown 
College  athletes.  Tam  played  field  hockey  for  Coach  Yonnie 
Kauffman  while  a student  at  Elizabethtown,  so  the  Fassnachts

In  October  2008,  Tam  surprised  her 
parents  and  grandfather,  who  recently  turned  100  years  old, 
by  taking  them  to  Elizabethtown  College  to  see  the  field 
named  in  their  honor.  It  was  a special  day. 

Education  is  important  to  this  couple,  and  they  are  generous 
with  both  their  time  and  their  financial  resources.  Tam  has 
been  a volunteer  in  the  schools  for  many  years,  mainly  helping 
in  the  area  of  math.  Dave  spent  the  day  at  Elizabethtown 
College  as  a guest  speaker  in  one  of  Associate  Professor  of 
Business  Emeritus  Randy  Trostle’s  classes.  The  Fassnachts  are 
regular  contributors  to  the  Elizabethtown  College  Annual 
Fund,  and  they  also  support  a scholarship  through  the  Dollars 
for  Scholars  of  Lancaster  County  program,  which  assisted 
Dave  through  an  interest-free  loan  while  he  was  a student. 

“We  want  to  help  others  who  have  the  ability  and  the 
drive,  hut  maybe  not  the  money,”  says  Dave.  “A  good  education 
develops  character.” 

These  Elizabethtown  supporters  try  hard  to  teach  their 
children  that  their  world  is  bigger  than  their  small  town  in 
Lancaster  County,  and  that  they  should  be  exposed  to  places 
and  cultures  different  from  their  own.  Danielle  and  Chris  both 
participated  in  the  People-to-People  International  program, 
and  Tam  and  Dave  have  traveled  to  London  and  Italy  on  trips 
related  to  their  daughter’s  musical  talents. 

“We  love  to  travel  with  our  children,”  Tam  says.  “The 
world  is  really  an  interconnected  place,  and  we  feel  exposing 
them  to  other  cultures  is  very  important.” 

The  Fassnachts  are  busy  people  with  many  interests.  They 
also  believe  in  the  responsibility  to  volunteer  and  to  give  hack.

My  work  here  has  been  immensely 
rewarding,  both  for  what  the  College  has 
achieved  and  for  the  rich  personal  relationships 
I have  developed. 

I will  certainly  miss  the  rhythm  of  the 
academic  year,  regular  engagement  with 
students  and  faculty,  the  joyful  life  of  this 
community,  and  all  the  opportunities  to  visit 
those  of  you  in  our  extended  College  family. 

But  I will  leave  knowing  that  the  transforming 
work  of  education  for  service  and  leadership  is 
in  the  hands  of  exceptional  educators  and  that 
the  College  has  the  strong  support  of  deeply 
committed  alumni  and  friends.  And  I will  always 
cherish  what  we  have  accomplished  together 
to  advance  the  College's  historic  mission  in  the 
21st  century,  as  I will  your  enduring  confidence 
and  friendship.

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  launched 
the  search  for  Elizabethtown 
College’s  next  president,  naming  a search 
committee  and  hiring  a firm  to  assist 
with  the  process.  Under  the  preliminary 
timeline,  the  search  is  expected  to 
conclude  by  mid-December  2010. 

According  to  Chair  David  Hosier  ’72, 
the  search — which  will  follow  estab- 
lished guidelines  previously  vetted  and 
approved  hy  the  Board  of  Trustees — will 
he  an  open  and  participatory  process. 
“The  trustees  are  committed  to  regular 
communications  throughout  the  search 
and  transition  process,”  says  Hosier. 

A Presidential  Search  website 
(www.etown.edu/PresidentialSearch.aspx) 
has  been  created  to  provide  access  to 
important  search  communications, 
documents  and  information. 

Leading  the  process  is  a Presidential 
Search  Committee  composed  of  15 
respected  members  of  the  College 
community.  The  committee  is  chaired 


by  James  Shreiner  ’73,  vice  chair  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  It  includes  trustees 
Nevin  Cooley,  president  of  High  Real 
Estate  Group;  Terry  Koons  70,  chair  of 
the  Building  and  Grounds  Committee; 
Leanna  Meiser  ’01,  vice  chair  of  the 
Institutional  Advancement  Committee 
and  corporate  social  responsibility 
manager  with  The  Hershey  Company; 
Judy  Ware  ’68,  chair  of  the  Enrollment 
and  Marketing  Committee;  and 
Ed  White,  chair  of  the  Trusteeship 
Committee.  From  the  faculty,  the 
committee  includes  E.  Douglas  Bomberger, 
chair  of  the  Department  of  Fine  and 
Performing  Arts  and  professor  of  music;

In  addition,  Joe 
Denlinger  ’91,  president  of  the  Alumni 
Council,  and  Randy  Trostle  ’69,  associate 
professor  of  business  emeritus,  also  are 
serving.  Hosier  is  an  ex  officio  member, 
with  Dave  Dentler,  vice  president  for 
administration,  and  Glenn  Bucher  ’62, 
special  assistant  to  the  president, 
providing  the  Presidential  Search 
Committee  with  administrative  support. 

Susan  Resneck  Pierce  and  Karen 
Goldstein,  senior  consultants  with 
Academic  Search,  Inc.,  were  contracted 
to  guide  and  assist  the  committee  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  this  national 
search  for  the  next  president  of 
Elizabethtown  College. 


Masters  Gift  Creates  New  Academic  Quad 


In  difficult  economic  times,  one  Pennsylvania  man  continues  to  give 
from  his  heart. 

In  fall  2009,  Frank  Masters  Jr.  H’06  donated  more  than  $330,000 
to  fund  renovations  of  the  new  Academic  Quad,  once  called  “the 
Midway.”  The  Academic  Quad  ties  together  several  academic 
buildings  and  creates  a central  huh  for  the  faculty  and  students.  The 
project — which  was  begun  in  September  2009 — was  completed  in 
mid-May  2010  hy  the  College’s  Facilities  Management  Department, 
with  the  support  of  various  professional  contractors,  including 
Brooklawn  Paving  Inc.,  Flyway  Excavating  Inc.,  Gault  Nursery 
Corporation,  John  E.  Fullerton  Inc.  Electrical  Contractors,  Shimer 
Landscape  Inc.,  Trimble  Surveyors,  and  mason  Dave  Grebinger. 

Committed  to  philanthropy,  Masters  has  supported  many 
educational,  environmental  and  cultural  organizations,  including 
Mercershurg  Academy,  Hawk  Mountain  Sanctuary,  Harrisburg 
Community  Theatre  and  the  Harrisburg  Symphony  Orchestra. 

In  2006,  he  gave  the  largest  cash  gift  in  Elizabethtown  College’s  history 
to  enable  completion  of  the  Masters  Center  for  Science,  Mathematics 
and  Engineering.

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Engineering  Degrees  Awarded  Accreditation 


In  fall  2009,  two  of  Elizabethtown 
College’s  engineering  degrees  earned 
accreditation  by  ABET,  Inc.,  the 
recognized  accrediting  body  of  collegiate 
and  university  programs  in  applied 
science,  computing,  engineering  and 
technology.  This  validation — which  is 
the  result  of  a steady  process  of  continuous 
improvement  over  more  than  two 
decades — will  create  opportunities  for 
Elizabethtown’s  engineering  graduates 
and  is  expected  to  attract  increased 
numbers  of  highly  qualified  students  to 
the  College.  The  accreditation  is  valid 
until  September  2015. 

President  Theodore  Long  lauds 
the  achievement  as  an  indication  of 
Elizabethtown  College’s  growing 
distinction  in  the  educational  market- 
place. “This  is  another  mark  of  excellence 
for  Elizabethtown  College,”  he  reflects. 

“I  know  it  will  strengthen  our  capacity  to 
attract  excellent  students  in  engineering.” 
Already,  the  College  is  seeing  increased 
enrollment  in  the  engineering  majors, 
likely  as  the  result  of  the  accreditation 
and  the  greatly  enhanced  facilities  in  the 
Masters  Center  for  Science,  Mathematics 
and  Engineering.  This  fall,  43  students 
were  enrolled  in  the  introductory  course 
taken  by  all  first-year  engineering 


students.  At  the  same  time  the  previous 
year,  33  students  were  enrolled  in 
the  course. 

Kurt  DeGoede,  associate  professor 
and  chair  of  the  Department  of  Physics 
and  Engineering,  credits  this  recognition 
to  the  quality  of  the  programs.  “The  ABET 
accreditation  of  the  engineering  and 
computer  engineering  degrees  provides 
external  confirmation  of  what  we  have 
believed  for  years — we  have  top-quality 
engineering  programs  in  a unique  under- 
graduate environment,”  he  reflects.  “This 
is  a very  significant  distinction  for  the 
department  and  the  College.  Nationwide, 
there  are  not  many  ABET-accredited 
engineering  degrees  available  at  schools 
with  fewer  than  2,000  students  and  with 
Elizabethtown’s  broad  liberal  arts  tradition.” 

According  to  DeGoede,  the 
recognition  will  open  doors  for  the 
College’s  graduates.  “It  shortens  the  path 
to  becoming  a licensed  professional 
engineer  and  allows  students  to  apply 
for  positions  at  the  growing  number  of 
companies  that  require  applicants  to 
have  ABET-accredited  degrees,”  he 
explains.  “It  also  expands  the  reach  of 
our  students  pursuing  graduate  studies.” 

In  reflecting  on  the  long  road  to 
accreditation,  DeGoede  recognizes  the

discipline  and  hard  work  of  his  colleagues. 
“The  origins  of  this  achievement  date  back 
nearly  20  years  with  two  faculty  members 
in  a small  department,”  he  says  of  David 
Ferruzza,  associate  professor  of  engineering 
emeritus , and  W.  Mark  Stuckey,  professor 
of  physics,  who  increased  enrollment  in 
the  majors  and  assembled  the  department’s 
outstanding  faculty. 

“The  work  to  prepare  for  the  ABET 
evaluation  team  visit  took  more  than 
three  years  and  involved  all  the  members 
of  our  department,  past  and  present,  and 
numerous  faculty  and  staff  from  other 
departments  on  campus,”  says  DeGoede. 
He  praises  Ilan  Grave,  associate  professor 
of  physics  and  engineering,  and  former 
faculty  member  Troy  McBride  for 
developing  the  foundation  for  accreditation 
and  drafting  the  extensive  documentation 
required  by  ABET.  DeGoede  also  high- 
lights the  contributions  of  Joseph 
Wunderlich,  associate  professor  of 
engineering  and  computer  engineering 
coordinator,  for  his  vision  and  devotion 
to  the  computer  engineering  program, 
and  jean  Fullerton,  lecturer  and  director 
of  engineering  programs,  for  her  efforts 
toward  bridging  the  department  to 
industry  and  for  oversight  of  its  external 
advisory  board. 

ABET,  Inc.,  is  a federation  of  30 
professional  and  technical  societies 
representing  applied  science,  computing 
engineering  and  technology.  Among  the 
most  respected  accreditation  organizations 
in  the  United  States,  ABET  has  provided 
leadership  and  quality  assurance  in 
higher  education  for  more  than  75  years. 
ABET — which  is  recognized  by 
the  Council  for  Higher  Education 
Accreditation — currently  accredits  2,900 
programs  at  more  than  600  colleges  and 
universities  nationwide.

In  October  2009,  the  Elizabethtown 
College  Alumni  Association  presented 
three  individuals  with  Educate  for  Service 
awards,  the  highest  honor  given  to  the 
College’s  alumni.  The  awards  recognize 
those  who  have  made  exceptional 
contributions  to  the  community,  their 
profession  or  the  College. 

Mark  Heckler  77  received  the 
Educate  for  Service  Award  for  Service 
through  Professional  Achievement  for 
his  lifelong  commitment  to  educational 
excellence.  Heckler  graduated  summa  cum 
laude  from  Elizabethtown  College  with  a 
bachelor’s  degree  in  communication  arts. 
He  earned  a master  of  fine  arts  degree, 
with  an  emphasis  in  directing,  from 
Catholic  University.  Two  years  after 
graduating  from  Elizabethtown,  Heckler 
began  his  career  in  academia  as  a professor 
of  fine  arts  and  director  of  theatre  at 
Siena  College  in  New  York.  He  moved 
to  the  University  of  Colorado  at  Denver 
as  a professor  of  theatre  and  the  director 
of  the  School  of  the  Arts  in  1995. 

Heckler  was  the  founding  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Media  in  1998,  and 
provost  and  vice  chancellor  for  academic 
and  student  affairs  in  2003.  In  2008, 
Valparaiso  University,  an  independent 
Lutheran  school  in  Indiana,  called  on 
Heckler  to  serve  as  its  president. 

Ray  Diener  ’65  posthumously 
was  awarded  the  Educate  for  Service 
Award  for  Service  to  Humanity  for  his 
leadership  and  service  to  our  world. 

Diener — who  graduated  from 
Elizabethtown  with  a bachelor’s  degree 
in  chemistry — was  a pitcher  for  the 
College’s  baseball  team.  In  only  three 
seasons,  he  struck  out  264  batters  to 
set  a career  record  that  still  stands  today. 

He  was  inducted  into  the  Ira  R.  Hen- 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  as  a charter 
member  in  October  1975.  Diener 
continued  his  baseball  career  as  a minor 
league  pitcher  for  the  Cincinnati  Reds. 

He  worked  3 1 years  for  Armstrong  World 
Industries  Inc.  and  began  his  own 
business,  the  Elizabethtown  Crystal  Pure 
Water  Company,  in  1990.  Committed 
to  providing  clean  drinking  water  to  the 


world’s  most  impoverished  people, 

Diener  served  as  a mentor,  partner 
and  philanthropist  with  Water  for  the 
World,  part  of  the  Messiah  College 
Collaboratory  for  Strategic  Partnerships 
and  Applied  Research.  He  was  preparing 
for  his  second  trip  to  Honduras,  to  help 
supply  small  villages  with  clean  water, 
when  his  life  was  tragically  ended. 

Today,  the  Elizabethtown  Church  of  the 
Brethren  continues  his  work  through 
the  Ray  Diener  Memorial  Water  Fund. 

Doris  Bitting  ’52  was  honored  with 
the  Educate  for  Service  Award  for 
Service  to  the  College  for  her  profound 
dedication  to  Elizabethtown  and  its 
students.  Bitting  graduated  from  the 
College  with  a bachelor’s  degree  in 
business  education  and  continued  her 
education  at  Temple  University,  from 
which  she  earned  a master’s  degree  in 
business.  While  a student,  she  served 
as  class  secretary,  Senate  treasurer  and 
secretary  for  Comerciantes,  the  business 
club.  Bitting  also  played  on  the  women’s 
basketball  team  and  was  a member  of  the 


May  Court  and  Future  Teachers  of 
America.  Later,  she  returned  to  the 
College  and  served  as  an  adjunct  business 
education  instructor  with  her  husband, 
Ed,  who  was  chair  of  the  Department  of 
Business  for  18  years.  After  her  husband’s 
passing,  Bitting  continued  to  be  an  active 
supporter  of  the  Department  of  Business 
and  the  College.  Through  her  service, 
she  has  positively  affected  many  lives 
at  Elizabethtown. 
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The  Department  of  Physics  and  Engineering  was  one  of  several  academic 
departments  and  campus  organizations  to  host  alumni  receptions 
during  Homecoming.

Barry  Freidly  '69:  Live,  Learn,  Pass  it  Forward

/Affectionately  called  “Mr.  Consumer 
l \ Reports,”  Barry  Freidly  not  only  has 
read  every  issue  of  the  magazine  for  four 
decades,  he  absorbs  the  information  and 
can  recite  it  back  to  anyone  in  the  market 
tor  a phone,  car  or — kitty  litter  box. 

His  understanding  of  gadgetry  is  second, 
however,  to  his  knowledge  of  Elizabethtown 
College.  Freidly  ’69,  who  retired  in 
December  2009  as  associate  vice  president 
for  alumni  relations,  is  an  unofficial  College 
historian.  Christine  Horting,  Alumni 
Relations  office  manager,  says,  “Barry  is 
a great  source  of  institutional  knowledge, 
starting  with  his  days  here  as  a student.” 

At  first,  Freidly  was  an  accounting 
major.  “I  was  excellent  at  mathematics,” 
he  reflects.  “When  I got  a pamphlet  from 
the  Association  of  Certified  Accountants 
and  saw  a guy  with  a briefcase,  I said, 
‘That’s  me!”’ 

However,  Freidly  soon  discovered 
the  College  radio  station,  WWEC.  “I  was 
spending  more  time  in  the  radio  station 
than  in  class,"  he  admits.  Friedly  also  was 
Senate  president.  Consequently,  he  came  up 
short  on  credits  at  the  end  of  his  senior  year. 

He  was  offered  a job  at  Lancaster’s 
WGAL-TV,  and  didn’t  get  back  to 
his  education  until  1972.  By  then, 
Elizabethtown  had  a Department  of 
Communications,  and  the  College’s 
prodigal  son  had  a new  major.  Although 
he  didn’t  walk  until  1974,  Freidly  pledges 
his  honor  to  the  Class  of  ’69. 


Committed  to  perpetuating  Elizabethtown's 
rich  traditions,  Barry  Freidly  '69 — shown  left 
with  President  Theodore  Long  — recently 
supported  a student-led  initiative  to  resume 
the  annual  Christmas  tree  lighting  ceremony. 


After  graduation,  a professional  tug 
of  war  began  between  television  and  the 
College.  Elizabethtown  pulled  him  back 
as  director  of  student  activities  and  area 
coordinator  of  center  community. 
WGAL-TV  called  a second  time  in  1978. 
And,  eventually,  he  put  down  roots  at 
Baltimore’s  Channel  2 as  producer  and 
director.  He  also  traveled  with  the 
Baltimore  Orioles  and  was  promoted  to 
executive  producer.  “It  was  quite  upscale 
in  comparison,”  he  says.  “It  got  really 
cushy  and  a lot  more  lucrative.” 
Eventually,  he  became  vice  president 
of  development  at  Maryland  Public 
Television.  But  the  tug  from  Elizabeth- 
town was  strong,  and  the  Blue  Jay 
came  home  to  roost  in  the  Office  of 
Institutional  Advancement  in  1998. 

As  annual  fund  director,  Freidly ’s  first 
goal  was  to  surpass  his  predecessor’s  kick- 
off letter  revenue  of  $33,000.  Freidly  drafted 
a letter  and  sent  it  to  College  President 
Theodore  Long,  who  returned  it  with  a 
dozen  edits.  Chuckling,  Long  says,  “All 
of  the  edits  were  given  a credible  counter 
argument  by  Freidly.  He  had  a documented 
basis  for  why  my  changes  wouldn’t  work.” 
So,  the  letter  went  out  just  as  Freidly  wrote 
it,  and  the  College  gratefully  welcomed 
$ 1 20,000  in  donations. 

Three  years  later,  just  as  Elizabeth- 
town was  considering  scrapping  reunions 
and  Homecoming,  Freidly  was  made 
director  of  alumni  relations.  He  planned 
his  own  class  reunion,  and,  when  more 
than  100  alumni  attended,  he  was  asked 
to  repeat  the  feat.  Reunions  took  on  new 
life,  as  did  Homecoming.  “I  produced 
Homecoming  like  a TV  show,”  Freidly 
says.  “Have  something  fresh  for  the 
opening  and  close,  and  put  so  much  in 
the  middle  that  people  must  pick  and 
choose  and  come  back  the  next  year  to 
experience  what  they  missed.” 

“Barry  energized  the  alumni 
program,”  says  Long.  “It’s  more  robust. 
Homecoming.  Alumni  Council. 

Reunions.  They  put  the  alumni  program 
on  a new  plateau.”  Freidly’s  reunion 
planning  model  was  successful  enough 
to  win  innovation  awards. 


In  his  role  as  Homecoming  "producer,"  Barry 
Freidly  '69  energized  the  event  with  the 
same  thinking  he  applied  as  a television 
executive,  giving  alumni  a broad  menu  of 
activities  to  enjoy  at  their  alma  mater. 

Newly  retired,  Freidly  is  devoting  his 
energy  to  the  home  he  shares  with  partner 
Len  Pugliese  ’78.  His  latest  project  involves 
plugging  their  lighting  and  electronics  into 
X-10  wireless  technology.  “I  go  nuts  with 
this  kind  of  stuff,”  Freidly  gushes  of  the 
technology  that  will  run  their  home  auto- 
matically. “Just  recently  Len  came  home 
to  find  a fully  automated  kitty  litter  box!” 

Mark  Clapper  ’96,  who  was  named 
director  of  alumni  relations,  knows 
Freidly’s  affection  for  technology  is  only 
rivaled  by  his  affinity  for  Elizabethtown. 
“He  loves  this  place,”  he  says.  “When 
someone  loves  Elizabethtown  the  way 
he  does,  it  was  probably  easy  for  him 
to  remain  engaged  with  the  College 
throughout  his  career.” 

David  Beidleman,  vice  president  of 
institutional  advancement  and  community 
relations,  sums  it  up.

says  Beidleman.  “I  know  that  his  good 
nature,  strong  work  ethic  and  creativity — 
not  to  mention  his  Elizabethtown  College 
education — will  serve  him  well  in  this  role."

Substantial  donations  from  James 
Hoover  75,  S.  Dale  High  ’63  H’93  and 
Edward  Murphy — as  well  as  gifts  from 
area  foundations,  alumni,  parents  and 
friends — allowed  the  College  to  build 
the  $5.2  million  building. 

In-house  work  for  this  project 
included  select  electrical,  heating  and 
air  conditioning,  trim,  wainscoting  and 
the  column  wood  trim.  “The  wainscoting 
was  fabricated  in  the  Brown  Building  and 
installed  in  Hoover,”  says  Nissley,  who

Building  Pride  with  Savings  on  the  Side

When  Joe  Metro,  director  of  facilities 
management  and  construction, 
considered  having  College  workers  craft 
the  woodwork  for  the  James  B.  Hoover 
Center  for  Business  and  the  Masters 
Center  for  Science,  Mathematics  and 
Engineering,  it  was  not  just  about  saving 
money.  It  was  a matter  of  common  sense 
and  institutional  pride. 

Five  years  ago,  Metro  suggested 
keeping  some  of  the  work  in-house  at  the 
start  of  the  yearlong  project  to  construct 
the  Hoover  Center.  “I  had  done  this  with 
a project  before  coming  to  the  College,” 
says  Metro,  adding  that  the  initial  goal 
was  to  bring  down  costs.  “We  evaluated 
the  economics,  did  the  research,  and  saw 
that  we  could  do  it.”  He  made  the  same 
suggestion  during  the  remodeling  of 
the  Masters  Center,  which  included 
the  construction  of  the  Lyet  Wing 
for  Biological  Sciences.  In  the  end, 
Elizabethtown  saved  $300,000  on  the 
Hoover  Center  and  $850,000  on  the 
Masters  Center. 

The  cost  saving  was  not  the  only 
benefit.  “There’s  pride  in  being  able  to 
do  it  in-house,”  reflects  Scott  Nissley, 
building  trades  and  grounds  manager. 
“There’s  a love  of  the  College,  and  the 
ability  to  construct  parts  of  the  buildings 
boosts  the  level  of  pride  and  commitment. 
It’s  a sense  of  ownership.”  According  to 
Nissley,  the  opportunity  to  do  something 
other  than  routine  maintenance  was  a 
morale  boost  for  the  staff,  and  it  created 
student  jobs. 

Hand-in-hand  with  the  feeling 
ot  pride  and  ownership  was  the  common- 
sense  consideration  of  long-term 
maintenance,  adds  Metro.  “They  built 
it;  they  know  it,”  he  explains,  noting 
that  if  something  needs  to  be  replaced  or 
updated  in  the  future,  there  is  no  need  to 
go  to  an  outside  contractor.  Additionally, 
the  College  has  an  “unlimited  warranty” 
with  items  constructed  in-house. 

Metro  notes  that  his  staff  and  the 
student  assistants  who  worked  alongside 
them  couldn’t  have  built  a new  building, 
but  they  were  quite  capable  of  taking  part 
in  the  remodeling.  “We  picked  what  we 


do  best,”  he  says.  What  they  were  capable 
of — with  the  hire  of  only  two  temporary 
carpenters,  students  and  the  subcontractors 
— was  the  construction  of  cabinetry,  case 
goods,  molding,  wainscoting  and  trim. 
They  also  took  on  the  demolition,  select 
electrical  work,  mechanical  work,  granite 
curbing  and  the  final  grading,  seeding 
and  plantings. 

Construction  on  the  two-story, 
30,000-square-foot  Hoover  Center — 
which  includes  the  Edward  R.  Murphy 
Center  for  Continuing  Education  and 
Distance  Learning  and  the  S.  Dale  High 
Center  for  Family  Business — was  begun 
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applied  in  the  two  projects.  The  contract 
with  Poole  defined  the  work  the  College 
would  perform,  and  the  project  cost 
reflected  the  savings. 

The  Masters  Center — which  was 
funded  in  part  by  significant  donations 
from  Frank  Masters  Jr.  H’06  and  Dorothy 
Lyet  H’95,  in  addition  to  generous  gifts 
from  a number  of  other  contributors — 
broke  ground  April  21,  2006,  and  added 
33,000  square  feet  of  science  classrooms, 
modern  laboratories  and  research 
facilities  and  renovated  Esbenshade 
and  Musser  halls. 


The  $21 -million  project  was  designed 
in  multiple  phases.  Headed  by  Baltimore 
architects  Marshall  Craft  Associates  and 
carried  out  by  High  Construction,  the 
building  required  800  pieces  of  laboratory 
casework,  display  cases,  podiums,  display 
boards  and  tables,  trim  and  benches.  The 
benches  fabricated  for  the  Lyet  Wing  were 
milled  from  wood  taken  from  100-year-old 
trees  that  had  been  removed  on  campus 
as  they  expired,  says  Metro.  The  old  trees 
were  taken  down  along  Alpha  Drive  and 
replaced  with  trees  that  were  moved  from 
the  site  of  the  Lyet  Wing.  With  four  years

of  growth  in  their  new  spot,  they  are  doing 
well,  he  adds. 

Two  temporary  carpenters  were 
hired  for  the  three-year  project.  Even 
with  the  addition  of  temporary  staff  and 
added  material  costs,  the  savings  were 
considerable.  “It’s  a niche  business,” 

Nissley  says  of  woodworking.  “The  over- 
head for  contractors  is  high  and  is  passed 
along  to  the  owner  in  the  construction 
cost.”  Because  College  staff  members  dealt 
directly  with  vendors  and  dealers,  they 
could  get  the  best  prices  on  the  materials 
without  a contractor  markup. 

“We  started  building  the  cabinets 
long  in  advance  of  starting  the  building,” 
Nissley  says.  “We  stockpiled  finished 
casework  and  trim  and  installed  these 
items  as  the  project  progressed.” 

“The  entire  department  got  involved,” 
Metro  says.  In  addition  to  regular  duties, 
staff  members  took  part  in  building, 
sanding,  painting  and  moving  the 
cabinetry.  A 15-person  student  demolition 
crew  worked  all  summer  and  assisted  with 
painting  and  in  HVAC,  duct  and  electrical 
work.  “A  lot  of  our  engineering  students 
worked  for  us  as  apprentices  under  a 
master  electrician  and  master  HVAC 
technicians,”  says  Metro.  “If  you  can  get 
students  involved,  they  see  the  process. 

In  class,  they  get  the  theory.  In  the  field, 
we  gave  them  hands-on  experience.” 

These  projects  are  more  than 
just  buildings;  they  are  showcases  of 
Elizabethtown  College  ingenuity.  “It  was 
nice  to  show  off  the  skills  and  talents  for 
the  staff  and  students,”  says  Nissley.  “We 
have  an  excellent  crew  of  skilled  people.”

DISEASE  DETECTIVES  VISIT  NORTH  MUSEUM 

In  November  2009,  a group  of  26  Elizabethtown  College  elementary  and  secondary 
education  majors  transformed  themselves  into  “Disease  Detectives”  at  Lancaster’s  (Pa.) 
North  Museum  to  teach  visitors  about  advanced  science  topics. 

The  three-day  event — which  was  offered  through  the  College’s  Science  in 
Motion  program  and  in  cooperation  with  members  of  two  student  groups,  the 
Education  Organization  and  National  Science  Teachers  Association  chapter — 
provided  area  middle  school  students,  teachers  and  the  general  public  with  an 
opportunity  to  examine  how  disease  is  spread,  diagnosed  and  treated.  Participants 
experienced  inquiry-based  learning  while  extracting  and  spooling  DNA  from  straw- 
berries and  examining  the  role  of  electrophoresis  in  the  process  of  DNA  analysis. 

In  addition  to  enhancing  visitors’  understanding  of  basic  science  and  processes, 
the  experience  also  provided  Elizabethtown’s  education  majors  with  a chance  to 
teach  and  build  partnerships  with  other  educators.  For  Danielle  Barus  TO— an 
elementary  education  major,  whose  concentration  is  in  behavior  management — the 
North  Museum  experience  provided  her  with  valuable  insights  about  her  future 
profession.  “I’m  really  a big  believer  in  having  students  construct  their  own  learning,” 
says  Barus,  affirming  the  value  of  inquiry-based  learning.  “Through  hands-on  activities 
and  observations,  students  learn.  And,  then  educators  can  use  questions  to  help  them 
delve  more  deeply.  What  are  we  observing?  What  do  you  think  is  happening  here? 
What  do  you  think  would  happen  next?” 

While  the  advanced  science  topics  were  somewhat  new  for  Barus,  she  found  herself 
learning  as  the  students  did.  “I  think  as  a teacher  you  have  to  show  your  humanity,” 
she  says,  noting  that  she  prefers  to  walk  alongside  her  students  and  coach  them  to 

deeper  understanding. 
“I  try  to  let  students 
know  that  we’re  all 
learning  together.”

NMR  SPECTROMETER  TO  BENEFIT  RESEARCH, 

NURTURE  COLLABORATIONS 

Elizabethtown  College  assistant  professors  James  MacKay  and  Jeff  Rood  recently  were 
awarded  more  than  $330,000  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  Major  Research 
Instrumentation  Program  to  purchase  a state-of-the-art  nuclear  magnetic  resonance 
(NMR)  spectrometer.  The  instrument — one  of  the  most  widely  used  pieces  of 
analytical  equipment  in  the  field  of  chemistry — will  support  the  College’s  dynamic 
and  growing  program  of  undergraduate  research  in  the  fields  of  chemistry  and 
biochemistry  and  nurture  collaborations  with  area  colleges. 

The  400-megahertz  superconducting  NMR  spectrometer  is  an  invaluable  tool  for 
analyzing  molecular  structure  in  the  chemical  and  biological  sciences.  Elizabethtown’s 
current  NMR,  which  is  more  than  20  years  old,  is  unable  to  reliably  meet  the  growing 
needs  of  Elizabethtown’s  research-active  faculty.  In  addition  to  supporting  the  faculty’s 
scholarly  work,  the  new  instrument  will  enhance  the  learning  experience  for  the 
College’s  undergraduates  by  providing  students  with  additional  opportunities  for 
hands-on,  inquiry-based  learning. 

Today,  Elizabethtown  College  faculty  members  are  doing  significant  scientific 
research  that  is  leading  to  innovations  in  science  and  technology.  This  research  is 
supported  by  student  research  assistants,  reinforcing  the  students’  understanding  of 
fundamental  concepts  taught  in  the  classroom  and  helping  them  grow  as  scientists 
through  problem  solving,  experimentation  and  discovery.  The  NMR  spectrometer 
is  essential  for  these  research  projects. 

MacKay ’s  research  is  investigating  new  methods  of  synthesizing  biologically 
active  molecules,  especially  heterocycles  and  carbocycles,  which  are  important  in 
the  discovery  of  new  pharmaceuticals.  Rood  is  investigating  fundamental  inorganic 
and  materials  chemistry  with  research  focused  on  the  synthesis  of  a new  class  of 
porous  materials,  called  metal-organic 
frameworks,  and  the  design  of  new 
catalysts,  which  speed  up  the  rate 
of  important  reactions. 

In  addition  to  benefiting  research 
at  Elizabethtown  College,  the  new  NMR 
will  nurture  on-going  collaborations 
with  faculty  from  other  colleges.  For 
many  years,  the  College’s  current 
NMR  has  supported  the  40-year 
collaboration  between  Charles 
Schaeffer,  Elizabethtown’s  A.C. 

Baugher  Professor  of  Chemistry 
Emeritus,  and  Claude  Yoder, 

Franklin  & Marshall’s  Charles  A. 

Dana  Professor  of  Chemistry,  which  is 
investigating  main  group  organometallic 
chemistry.  More  recently,  a similar 
collaboration  has  grown  between 
MacKay  and  Timothy  Peelen,  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry  at  Lebanon 
Valley  College,  who  will  use  the  new 
instrument  to  characterize  fluorine- 
containing  molecules.

VISITING  SCHOLAR  SHARES 
INSIGHTS  ABOUT  NATIVE 
AMERICAN  CULTURE

Throughout  the  2009-2010  academic 
year,  Elizabethtown  students  enjoyed 
the  opportunity  to  leam  about  the  history 
and  traditions  of  Native  Americans  in 
courses  taught  and  lectures  presented  by 
Elizabeth  Hoover,  visiting  scholar  in  the 
Department  of  Sociology  and  Anthropology. 

Hoover,  who  will  finish  her  doctorate 
in  anthropology  later  this  year  at  Brown 
University,  has  been  involved  with  the 
Native  American  culture  and  community 
since  she  was  young.  Over  the  years,  she 
has  experienced  the  culture’s  lifestyle  in 
many  ways — attending  pow-wows  and 
ceremonies  all  over  the  Northeast  and 
living  with  a Wampanoag  family  shortly 
after  arriving  at  Brown. 

During  her  doctoral  studies,  Hoover  worked  on  a variety  of  projects  with  the 
Mashpee  Wampanoag  in  Cape  Cod  and  the  Aquinnah  Wampanoag  at  Martha’s 
Vineyard.  Drawing  on  her  experiences  with  these  tribes,  she  revised  educational 
materials  for  the  Haffenreffer  Museum,  Brown’s  anthropological  museum.  In  summer 
2005,  Hoover  was  awarded  museum  funding  to  conduct  research  about  Iroquois  bead- 
work  at  two  reservations  in  Quebec  and  one  in  New  York,  which  provided  the  scholar 
with  insights  that  she  applied  in  her  work  on  the  Museum’s  beadwork  collection. 

In  2008,  Hoover  continued  her  research  on  the  Akwesasne  Mohawk  reservation, 
which  is  located  at  the  intersection  of  international  and  provincial  borders  on  the 
banks  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  Then,  from  May  through  August  2009,  she  lived 
on  the  Osage  reservation  in  Oklahoma,  attending  the  tribe’s  traditional  dances  and 
competing  as  a fancy  shawl  dancer  at  various  pow-wows.  “Going  from  a northeastern 
Indian  reservation  to  an  Oklahoma  reservation  was  an  interesting  experience, 
providing  examples  of  the  cultural  differences  and  similarities  across  Indian  country,” 
says  Hoover. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  2009-2010  academic  year,  Hoover  was  invited  to 
Elizabethtown  College  as  a visiting  scholar.  In  fall  2009,  she  taught  a course,  titled 
“Indians  of  North  America:  Political  and  Cultural  Issues,”  which  dealt  with  the 
politics,  histories,  representations  and  study  of  the  Native  Americans.  During  the 
spring  semester,  she  taught  an  introduction  to  environmental  anthropology,  which 
studies  human-environmental  interactions  across  a full  range  of  sociocultural 
variation  from  the  earliest  human  societies  to  today’s  world.

Fall  2009 

Men's  Cross  Country 

The  Blue  Jays  won  their  10th  Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
championship  in  program  history,  then  parlayed  a fifth-place 
finish  at  the  NCAA  Mideast  Regional  meet  into  an  at-large  bid 
to  the  NCAA  Division  III  Championships.  At  nationals,  the 
squad  finished  28th  out  of  32  teams,  with  Eric  Reichert  ’12 
earning  All-America  recognition  with  a 23rd-place  finish. 
Reichert,  who  finished  second  at  the  MAC  championships 
and  fourth  at  regionals,  is  the  fourth  All-American  in  men’s  cross 
country  in  College  history.  Head  Coach  Chris  Straub  was  named 
MAC  Coach  of  the  Year  for  the  eighth  time  in  his  career. 

Women's  Cross  Country 

The  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  championship  returned  to 
Elizabethtown  as  the  Blue  Jays  took  their  third  straight  team  title, 
edging  out  Messiah  by  four  points.  Megan  VanDenHengel  TO 
won  the  individual  championship  with  a time  of  23:31.47,  while 
Taryn  Shank  T3  was  honored  as  Rookie  of  the  Year  following  a 
sixth-place  finish.  In  addition,  Head  Coach  Brian  Falk  received 
Coach  of  the  Year  honors  for  the  second  straight  season.  At 
the  NCAA  Mideast  Regional  meet,  VanDenHengel  finished 
eighth  and  earned  an  at-large  berth  to  the  NCAA  Division  III 
Championships  while  Shank  finished  19th  and  joined 
VanDenHengel  on  the  All-Region  team.  VanDenHengel  placed 
101st  overall  at  nationals,  finishing  comfortably  in  the  top  half 
of  the  field. 

Field  Hockey 

Led  by  first-year  Head  Coach  Brandy  Michael  ’04,  the  Blue  Jays 
finished  a challenging  season  with  a solid  11-7  record  and  in 
third  place  in  the  Commonwealth  Conference  at  5-2.  The 
squad  won  seven  consecutive  games  early  in  the  season,  and 


used  a stretch  of  three  straight  conference  wins  late  in  the  year  to 
lock  up  a playoff  berth.  First-team  All-Conference  honors  went  to 
midfielder  Julie  Foster  T 1 and  defender  Caitlin  Smith  TO,  while 
forward  Brenna  Noon  TO  and  goalkeeper  Liz  Hannegan  TO  were 
second-team  picks. 

Men's  Soccer 

After  enduring  the  program’s  first  losing  season  in  50  years 
in  2008,  the  Blue  Jays  bounced  back  strongly  to  finish  14-4-1 
overall  and  in  third  place  in  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
at  4-2  - 1 in  the  27th  season  on  the  bench  for  Head  Coach  Skip 
Roderick  ’74-  The  team  opened  the  season  with  a 7-0  record 
and  carried  a 13-1-1  record  into  late  October  before  a pair  of 
heartbreaking  1-0  losses  to  Arcadia — one  in  the  regular  season 
and  another  in  the  conference  semifinals — brought  the  year 
to  an  end.

As  a team,  the  Blue  Jays  finished  ninth  at  the  MAC 
championships  with  127  points,  with  Dan  Provence  ’10  the 
team’s  top  individual  finisher  at  ninth  place  in  the  200  freestyle.

After  compiling  a 6-5  overall  record  and  going  5-3  in  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  meets  for  second-year  Head  Coach  Dan 
DeHass,  the  Blue  Jays  finished  fifth  at  the  MAC  championships 
with  237  points.  Lindsay  Riley  TO  finished  third  in  the  100 
backstroke  and  sixth  in  the  50  freestyle,  while  Courtney  Kelly  T 1 
placed  eighth  in  both  the  200  backstroke  and  1650  freestyle. 

Wrestling 

Three  Blue  Jays  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division  111 
championships,  with  Tyler  Erdman  T2  advancing  all  the  way 
to  the  championship  match  at  125  pounds  to  help  the  team  to  a 
17th'place  finish  out  of  59  schools.  Erdman  finished  the  season 
with  a 25-2  record  and  is  58-8  in  two  seasons  at  Elizabethtown. 
Erdman  also  won  the  Metropolitan  Conference  championship 
at  125  pounds,  while  Tye  Boyer  T3  captured  the  conference 
crown  at  149  pounds  and  was  named  Co-Rookie  of  the  Year. 
Joining  Erdman  and  Boyer  at  nationals  was  Bill  Meaney  ’ll, 
who  finished  as  Metro  runner-up  at  197  pounds  and  was  awarded 
a wild-card  qualifying  slot.  Elizabethtown  was  ranked  as  high 
as  20th  in  the  National  Wrestling  Coaches  Association 
rankings  during  the  season  and  finished  third  at  the  Metro 
championships.  Head  Coach  Eric  Walker  was  named 
conference  Coach  of  the  Year  and  Dan  Bechtold  ’03  shared 
the  conference  Assistant  Coach  of  the  Year  award. 


Schlosser  Honored,  Reaches  Career  Milestone 


In  the  same  year  he  reached  his  300th  career  win  at  Elizabethtown,  Men’s 
Basketball  Head  Coach  and  Associate  Director  of  Athletics  Robert  Schlosser 
was  honored  for  his  contribution  to  high  school  athletics. 

Schlosser  was  named  to  Central  Catholic  High  School’s  Rockne  Wall  of  Fame 
and  inducted  into  the  Lehigh  Valley  High  School  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame.  The 
coach  who  led  the  boy’s  basketball  program  at  Central  Catholic  High  School  in 
Allentown,  Pa.,  from  1981  through  the  1989-1990  season  achieved  a nine-year 
record  of  204-73.  Schlosser’s  legacy  of  success — with  two  PIAA  Class  AAA  State 
Championships,  in  1984  and  1986,  and  a runner-up  finish  in  1989 — has  not  been 
matched  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  in  the  recent  era. 

In  May  1990,  Schlosser  was  named  the  11th  men’s  basketball  coach  in  the 
history  of  Blue  Jay  Athletics.  Under  his  leadership,  the  program  has  soared  to 
new  heights.  The  team  has  registered  309  wins  under  Schlosser,  whose  .600  career 
winning  percentage  is  the  best  in  program  history.  Schlosser  has  coached 
Elizabethtown  in  29  postseason  games  over  the  past  18  years.  From  2002  to  2004, 
he  guided  the  College  to  an  unprecedented  three  consecutive  NCAA  Division  III 
tournament  appearances  and  three  straight  Commonwealth  Conference  titles. 

The  Blue  Jays’  2001-02  team  finished  as  the  NCAA  Division  III  national 
runner-up.  Schlosser  has  been  named  conference  Coach  of  the  Year  four  times 
while  at  Elizabethtown.

In  June  2009,  Al  Koch  ’64 — vice  chairman  and  managing  director  at  AlixPartners  LLP,  a New  York  City-based 
restructuring  and  performance  improvement  consulting  company — was  named  chief  restructuring  officer  for  the 
General  Motors  (GM)  bankruptcy  proceeding,  the  largest  corporate  restructuring  in  U.S.  history. 

Widely  considered  a turnaround  expert,  Koch  has  led  the  restructurings  of  Kmart  Corporation,  Champion 
Enterprises  and  Oxford  Health  Plans.  In  his  current  role,  the  Elizabethtown  College  alumnus  streamlined  GM’s 
corporate  units,  represented  the  company  in  bankruptcy  court  protection,  is  selling  off  targeted  assets,  and  is 
collaborating  with  GM’s  constituencies — management,  debt  holders,  employees,  customers  and  affected  communities. 
As  a direct  result  of  Koch’s  leadership,  the  new  GM  emerged  from  bankruptcy  after  just  39  days  with  its  good  assets  in 
a newly  formed  company,  resumed  production  at  its  profitable  plants,  and  restored  jobs  for  tens  of  thousands  of 
American  workers.  Since  July,  Koch  has  served  as  president  and  chief  executive  officer  of  Motors  Liquidation 
Company,  which  is  better  known  as  old  GM  and  contains  the  assets  that  were  not  transferred  to  the  new  GM. 

In  January  2010,  Koch  talked  with  College  faculty  members  Sanjay  Paul,  chair  of  the  Department  of  Business 
and  associate  professor  of  economics,  and  Randy  Trestle  ’69,  associate  professor  of  business  emeritus.  Together,  these 
business  experts  explored  important  insights  from  this  herculean  project  and  reflected  on  the  value  of  an 
Elizabethtown  College  education. 
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A1  Koch  ’64 

Definitely.  I would  say 
Ed  Bitting  probably  had 
the  biggest  impact  on  me 
personally  and  professionally 
during  the  years  I was  in 
college.  I had  tremendous 
respect  for  him  and  his 
vision.  He  was  a tremendous 
teacher  and  a great  mentor. 
He’s  the  one  who  initially 
turned  me  on  to  public 
accounting  and  to  what 
was  then  the  Big  Eight, 
and  today  is  the  Big  Four.  I ended  up  working  for  Ernst  & Ernst, 
now  Ernst  &.  Young.

Did  you  start  as  an  accounting  major? 


A1  Koch  ’64 

I did.  I came  to  college  to  study  business  and  had  an  expectation 
that  I wanted  to  study  accounting.  So  I came  with  that  view  and 
never  moved  off  it. 


Randy  Trostle  ’69 

In  your  current  position,  what  are  your  specific  activities  and 
responsibilities? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

Today,  I am  the  chief  executive  officer  of  what  previously 
was  General  Motors  Corporation  and  now  is  known  as  Motors 
Liquidation  Company.  We  have  the  pieces  of  General  Motors 
that  the  U.S.  Treasury-funded  company  did  not  buy  when  the 
company  emerged  from  bankruptcy.  Right  now,  we’re  in  the 
process  of  trying  to  sell  the  properties  and  develop  a consensual 
plan  of  reorganization — which  involves  dealing  with  a lot  of 
governmental  regulators,  principally  the  federal  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  state  EPAs  in  about  16  states. 
Once  we’re  able  to  gain  consensus  around  how  we  want  to  wind 
the  estate  down,  we’ll  file  a plan.  We  hope  to  confirm  a plan 
later  this  year  and  effectively  emerge  from  bankruptcy. 

Randy  Trostle  ’69 

Could  you  explain  the  basic  legal  structure?  Is  the  company 
a newly  created  legal  entity,  set  apart  from  what  was  CM? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

No,  actually  it  is  old  GM — the  General  Motors  that  existed  at 
the  time  of  the  bankruptcy  filing.  We  do  have  a new  board  of 
directors.  The  old  board  resigned  concurrent  with  the  sale  of  the 
assets  to  the  Treasury-funded  company.  So  we  have  a five-person 


board.  We  continue  to  be  registered  with  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission — although,  because  we’re  in  bankruptcy, 
we  don’t  have  to  file  periodic  reports. 

The  new  GM  is  a newly  formed  company,  and  it  has  its  own 
governance  structure.  We  have  close  dealings  with  the  new  GM, 
but  we  are  independent  from  it. 

Randy  Trostle  ’69 

What  best  prepared  you  for  this  position? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

For  the  last  15  years,  I’ve  been  doing  this  kind  of  work  exclusively. 
I’ve  had  a succession  of  different  assignments — including 
Oxford  Health  Plans,  Kmart  Corporation,  Champion  Enterprises 
and  the  Handleman  Company — which  have  dealt  with  these 
sorts  of  issues.  What  I haven’t  had  before  is  anything  nearly  the 
magnitude  of  what  we  now  have  with  General  Motors. 

Over  the  years,  I’ve  had  a fairly  broad  business  experience. 

I think  the  ability  to  assess  the  situation,  determine  the  optimal 
outcome,  and  then  drive  toward  that  outcome  is  something  in 
which  I’ve  gained  broad  experience  and  has  been  very  helpful 
in  preparing  for  this  assignment. 

Sanjay  Paul 

You  mentioned  the  Kmart 
experience.  Are  there  any 
similarities  between  that 
and  GM  ? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

I’d  say  each  situation  is  fact 
specific  and  very  fact  intensive. 

But  as  a practical  matter,  all 
restructurings  have  some 
common  elements.  Basically, 
in  every  case,  we’re  dealing 
with  a company  that  is  broken — 
that  needs  to  be  restructured 
to  a capital  structure  that  is 
sustainable,  as  well  as  to  an 
operating  footprint  that  is 
sustainable.  The  process  of 
identifying  that  structure  is 
only  10  to  15  percent  of  the 
problem.  What  I do  is  10  percent 
inspiration  and  90  percent  perspiration.  It’s  really  driving 
through  the  detail  and  getting  people  to  implement  the  plan 
of  reorganization  that  is  required. 

In  that  sense,  Kmart  was  a huge  retailer,  and  we  had  a huge 
number  of  employees.  We  were  effectively  impacting  a lot  of 
people’s  lives.  So  there  is  a human  element  to  every  one  of  these 
restructurings.  We  have  to  do  what  we  do  quickly  and,  at  the 
same  time,  as  painlessly  as  possible.

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Sanjay  Paul 

What  is  the  interaction  between  Motors  Liquidation  Company 
and  the  new  GM  ? Is  the  work  you  do  overseen  or  supervised  in 
any  way  by  the  new  GM  ? 

Al  Koch  ’64 

No,  not  really.  We  have  a lot  of  interaction  because  we  own  a 
number  of  plants  that  GM  continues  to  operate  and  they  lease 
them  from  us.  Those  are  plants  that  have  been  identified  for 
closure,  and  probably  most  will  he  closed  during  2010.  If  they 
close  the  plants  and  the  plants  are  turned  over  to  us,  we  need 
to  work  with  their  environmental  people  as  they  prepare  the 
facilities  for  us — such  as  draining  pipes  and  removing  hazardous 
chemicals,  and  a number  of  very  detailed  processes  to  turn  the 
plant  over. 

We  also  have  a lot  of  dealings  with  environmental 
matters — situations  in  which  they  have  records  we  need  to 
address.  In  addition,  we’re  dealing  with  product  liabilities  claims 
and,  in  many  cases,  current  GM  dealers  are  defendants  in  some 
of  those  cases.  Many  of  those  cases  were  left  with  us  to  resolve. 

We  have  quite  a number  of  areas  in  which  we  touch  one 
another.  We  keep  very  good  relations.  We’re  on  opposite  sides 
of  the  table.  But  at  the  same  time,  we  recognize  that  it’s  a lot 
better  to  talk  through  and  resolve  questions  rather  than  fight 
with  one  another. 

We  don’t  have  any  interaction  with  the  new  GM  board. 
They  really  have  no  authority  over  us  whatsoever.  We  do  have 
quite  a lot  of  dealings  with  the  U.S.  Treasury,  which  is  effectively 
the  lender  to  us  and  has  provided  the  funds  to  wind  down 
the  company.  So  we  deal  quite  a bit  with  Ron  Bloom,  who 
is  President  Obama’s  liaison  for  the  manufacturing  industry 
and  head  of  the  Automotive  Task  Force.  We  also  deal  with 
Dr.  Ed  Montgomery,  who  is  at  the  Department  of  Labor  and 
is  President  Obama’s  liaison  to  communities  affected  by  the 
automotive  closures.  They  have  been  very,  very  helpful  to  us 
in  mobilizing  support. 

Sanjay  Paul 
Are  you  involved  with 

GM’s  recent  sales  of 
some  of  its  brands? 

Al  Koch  ’64 

That’s  all  new  GM. 

They  kept  all  of  the 
brands  and  all  of  the 
intellectual  property, 
other  than  a few  Saturn 
dealers  that  we  needed 
to  deal  with.  But  by  and 
large,  all  of  the  brand 
issues  are  with  new  GM. 

Sanjay  Paul 

This  process — in  which 
you’re  really  trying  to 
sell  off  the  assets  of  the 
bankrupt  company — 


can  sometimes  take  a long  time.  How  long  do  you  think  it  might 
take  to  resolve  this? 

Al  Koch  ’64 

It’s  going  to  take  a long  time  for  two  reasons.  The  first  reason  is 
the  environmental  remediation,  which  is  going  to  take  several 
hundred  million  dollars  to  handle.  In  many  cases,  we  hope  that 
the  majority  of  the  remediation  can  be  accomplished  in  10  years. 

The  second  reason  is  the  properties  themselves.  Even  if 
they’re  remediated,  they’re  going  to  be  very  difficult  to  sell 
because  they’re  huge.  It’s  not  unusual  to  have  an  automotive 
plant  be  four  or  five  million  square  feet  under  roof,  which  is  just 
massive.  It’s  kind  of  mind  boggling  when  you  go  through  one. 

Our  plan  will  address  all  of  the  properties,  money  to 
remediate,  money  to  carry  the  properties,  and  money  to  demolish 
those  that  are  going  to  be  demolished.  When  we  confirm  a plan, 
we’re  going  to  put  those  properties  into  a real  estate  trust,  and 
the  trustee  will  continue  that  process.  We’re  anticipating  the 
process  will  take  at  least 
10  years.  It’s  not  likely 
that  AlixPartners  will 
be  involved  for  10  years. 

I think  when  we  are  able 
to  set  up  the  trust,  or 
perhaps  multiple  trusts, 
and  confirm  a plan  of 
reorganization  that  it 
probably  will  be  best 
to  turn  the  long-term 
remediation  and  property 
disposition  over  to  a trustee, 
to  someone  else  who  will  do 
that  for  an  extended  period. 

Sanjay  Paul 

The  legal  and  consulting 
fees  involved  with 
bankruptcy  can  be  fairly 
substantial.  In  the  case  of  GM,  how  much  will  the  taxpayers  end 
up  with  and  how  much  of  this  will  be  recouped  through  the  sale 
of  assets? 

Al  Koch  ’64 

Before  it’s  all  said  and  done,  there  will  be  several  hundred 
million  dollars  of  legal  and  other  professional  fees.  How  much 
will  get  recouped  depends  on  the  ultimate  valuation  of  the  new 
GM,  because  the  funding  we  received  for  old  GM  is  essentially 
not  anticipated  to  generate  any  returns  to  the  Treasury.  The 
value  of  new  GM,  on  the  other  hand,  has  the  prospect  of 
returning  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  taxpayers’  money — although, 
honestly,  it  is  too  soon  to  tell  whether  that  will  occur  or  not. 

Sanjay  Paul 

So  there  is  a distinction  here  between  the  money  that  was  given 
to  the  old  GM  and  the  money  that  was  given  to  the  new  GM? 
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A1  Koch  ’64 

The  money  was  initially 
loaned  by  the  Treasury  to 
the  company  I now  run. 

When  the  sale  closed  to  a 
new  company,  GM  took 
with  it  all  of  the  cash  and 
all  of  the  assets  that  it 
wanted  and  the  liabilities 
that  it  was  assuming.  What 
it  did  was  leave  behind 
$1.1  billion  for  us  to 
fund  the  winding  down 
of  the  old  entity.  That 
structure  was  dictated 
by  the  U.S.  Treasury.  We 

entered  into  a new  loan  agreement  at  the  date  of  the  closing 
with  the  U.S.  Treasury,  and  technically  it  is  a nonrecourse, 
so-called  DIP  loan,  which  is  debtor-in-possession  financing.  It 
fundamentally  provides  that  any  monies  that  are  left  over  will 
be  returned  to  the  U.S.  Treasury.  And  we  do  expect  to  return 
some  of  that  $1.1  billion  to  the  Treasury.  Just  exactly  how  much 
is  going  to  be  the  real  question.

In  a recent  Financial  Times  article,  you  mentioned  that  “the 
auto  industry  seems  like  the  airline  industry.  They  keep  expanding 
until  no  one  makes  any  money.”  In  the  case  of  GM  and  Chrysler, 
once  they  emerge  from  bankruptcy,  do  you  see  a similar  story  for 
the  U.S.  auto  industry,  or  do  you  think  it  will  be  quite  different 
from  the  airline  industry.7 

A1  Koch  ’64 

That’s  a really  good  question.  There  is  so  much  automotive 
manufacturing  capacity  available,  that  GM  closed  a lot. 

Chrysler  closed  some.  Ford  closed  some.  Today,  we’re  probably 
in  reasonable  balance  with  the  capacity  you  would  need  if  the 
North  American  market  returned  to  say  12.5  or  13  million  units. 
I guess  the  real  question  will  be:  Are  Hyundai  and  Kia  going  to 
come  to  the  United  States  and  build  assembly  plants  here  and 
create  more  excess  capacity? 

If  you  look  at  the  expansion  of  the  automotive  industry,  you 
basically  see  new  entrants  to  the  market  coming  in  and  building 
assembly  plants  that  create  excess  capacity.  These  are  hugely 
expensive  in  terms  of  the  capital  dollars  that  are  required.  So  as 
new  capacity  is  brought  on  line,  the  market  only  has  a limited 
ability  to  absorb  a certain  number  of  units  each  year.  If  I look  at 
history,  and  look  at  the  amount  of  capacity  that’s  available  in 
Europe,  I would  say  the  likelihood  that  history  will  repeat  itself 
is  pretty  high  and  that  new  capacity  will  be  brought  on  line  and 
it  will  create  additional  excess  capacity.  So  whether  it’s  GM  or 
Ford  or  Chrysler  or  Toyota  or  N issan,  there  will  be  plants  that 
will  need  to  close  in  the  future.

What  is  the  book  value  of  the  plants  that  you  are  overseeing? 


A1  Koch  ’64 

Our  book  value  is  in  the  billions.  We  had  at  least  $2  billion 
of  book  value  of  assets  and  maybe  more.  So  it  was  pretty  huge. 
The  capital  dollars  in  this  business  are  mind  boggling.

The  potential  entry  of  Chinese  manufacturers,  like  Geely,  would 
that  perhaps  add  to  the  capacity  argument? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

Absolutely.  If  we  see  Chinese  assemblers  or  Indian  assemblers 
move  to  this  country,  then  it  absolutely  will  add  to  the  problem. 

I think  the  next  companies  we  will  see  are  likely  to  be  Korean. 
But  I would  expect  that  within  a short  period  of  time  we  will 
see  the  Chinese  assembling  vehicles  in  this  country.

Is  the  probability  that  they  will  use  existing  GM  plants 
virtually  zero? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

I would  say  the  likelihood  of  selling  existing  automotive 
assembly  plants  to  other  automotive  manufacturers  at  this  point 
is  a long  shot.  I don’t  know  if  I would  say  zero.  At  the  moment, 
because  there’s  not  a shortage  of  capacity,  we  don’t  have  anybody 
who’s  sniffing  around.  If  the  market  were  to  dramatically  recover, 
I guess  it’s  possible. 

These  are  older  plants.  The  design  of  plants  has  changed 
to  some  degree,  and  the  interior  of  a plant  is  very  model  specific. 
So  the  amount  of  conveyor,  tooling,  etc.  that  could  be  reused  is 
relatively  modest.  As  a result,  I think  the  likelihood  of  selling 
existing  plants  to  other  auto  assemblers  is  relatively  modest. 

This  is  hard  for  the  communities  in  which  these  plants  are 
located.  When  the  plants  were  up  and  operating,  they’d  have 
4,000  or  5,000  people  working  there,  making  a great  wage  of 
$28  or  $30  per  hour  and  overtime,  and  creating  economic  value. 
Suddenly  this  plant  closes,  and  it’s  devastating  to  the  community. 
The  Pontiac  truck  assembly  plant  is  probably  five  miles  from  my 
home.  I remember  when  I moved  to  Michigan,  it  was  a relatively 
new  plant  that  manufactured  beautiful  pickups.  And  now  it’s  an 
empty  building.  That’s  really  tough  on  a community. 
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We  were  successful  in  selling  a Wilmington,  Del.,  plant 
to  Fisker  Automotive.  We  sold  it  for  $18  million  dollars.  It  had 
a pretty  good  paint  line,  and  a new  paint  line  would  cost  on  the 
order  of  $300  million.  It  is  way  more  square  footage  than  the 
company  needs,  hut  the  firm  received  a large  loan  from  the 
Department  of  Energy.  He  got  a fabulous  deal.  And  it  didn’t  hurt, 
by  the  way,  to  have  Delaware  Governor  Jack  Markell  helping  to 
show  Henry  Fisker  through  the  plant.  U.S.  Vice  President  Joe 
Biden  and  U.S.  Senator  Thomas  Carper  also  were  involved. 
There  was  a concentrated  and  very  effective  sales  effort.

Nobel  laureate  Highlights  moral  Lessons  of  Economic  Crisis 


As  the  featured  speaker  of  an  event  combining  two  of 
lx.  Elizabethtown’s  hallmark  lecture  series,  Nobel  Laureate 
Joseph  Stiglitz  reflected  on  the  ethical  lessons  of  the  world’s 
current  economic  recession.  “Many  dreams  have  been  destroyed. 
Many  prevailing  economic  theories  also  have  been  destroyed,” 
Stiglitz  said  about  the  legacies  of  the  world-wide  downturn. 

“I  hope  that  one  thing  that  comes  out  of  this  crisis  is  the  role 
of  moral  values  in  making  a successful  economy  work.” 

Stiglitz — who  was  chairman  of  the  Council  of  Economic 
Advisers  and  who  served  as  chief  economist  and  senior  vice 
president  of  the  World  Bank — offered  his  remarks  during  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Frank  S.  Carper  Lecture  on  Ethics,  Business  and  Society 
and  The  John  F.  Chubb  Lecture  on  Business,  Public  Policy  and 
World  Affairs  in  November  2009.  Titled  “Ethics  and  the  Global 
Economic  Crisis,”  his  lecture  analyzed  the  causes  of  the  crisis  and 
critiqued  the  U.S.  government’s  response  to  the  slump  in  its 
financial  markets. 

During  his  remarks,  Stiglitz  suggested  this  crisis  offers  an 
opportunity  for  reflection  and  assessment,  both  about  economic 
science  and  about  our  approach  to  the  regulation  of  our  financial 
markets.  “Doctors  learn  a lot  from  the  pathology  of  really  sick 
patients,”  Stiglitz  said.  “For  an  economist,  a really  sick  economy 
is  an  opportunity  to  learn  about  how  economies  operate.  And  we 
really  have  a good  patient  here.”  Assessing  the  causes  of  the  worst 
U.S.  economic  crisis  since  the  Great  Depression,  the  economist 
pointed  to  a variety  of  ethical  issues,  including  the  reckless 
lending  by  our  banks  and  financial  markets,  inadequate  regulation 
of  financial  institutions,  and  failures  in  corporate  governance. 

Although  more  regulation  and  more  transparency  will  be 
necessary  going  forward,  Stiglitz  suggested  we  would  still  need 
to  trust  in  the  “invisible  hand”  that  guides  our  markets  toward 
the  well-being  of  all  of  society.  “It’s  hard  to  run  an  economy 
based  solely  on  formal  legal  structures,”  he  explained.  “You  need 
to  have  trust.”  Further,  he  noted  that  by  compromising  people’s 
faith  in  our  financial  institutions,  the  unethical  behavior  of  some 
companies  and  individuals  “has  undermined  the  well-functioning 
of  an  economy.” 


Predicting  “a  very  extended  period  of  recovery,”  Stiglitz  said 
the  stimulus  plan  could  have  done  more,  sooner  to  respond  to  the 
crisis.  In  his  critique,  the  economist  suggested  that  an  effective 
plan  would  have  invested  for  the  future  “making  sure  our  schools 
are  strong  . . . our  universities  are  strong,”  would  have  written  down 
principal  for  those  individuals  whose  mortgage  is  greater  than  the 
value  of  their  home,  and  would  have  ensured  government  bailout 
funds  were  dedicated  to  recapitalizing  the  banks. 

Offering  direction  for  future  considerations,  the  Nobel 
Laureate  charged  his  audience  with  putting  our  economic 
challenges  within  the  context  of  the  world’s  larger  needs.  “We 
have  to  retrofit  ourselves  to  meet  the  challenges  of  global  warming. 
We  have  40  percent  of  the  world  living  on  the  equivalent  of 
$2  per  day.  We  need  investment  to  increase  their  standard  of 
living,”  he  said.  “So,  there’s  no  doubt  that  there’s  need  in  the 
world.  Yet  with  these  needs,  we  have  excess  capacity.  The 
economic  system  hasn’t  been  able  to  meet  the  needs  with  the 
supply.  That,  I think,  is  one  of  the  real  challenges  going  forward.”

The  consensus  plan  is  a very  significant  milestone.  We’ve  been 
working  on  the  plan  and  have  a timeline  on  which  we  have 
more  or  less  agreed  to  get  that  done.  We  have  the  shape  of  what 
we  expect  the  plan  of  reorganization  to  look  like,  and  we’ve 
come  a long  way  in  terms  of  gaining  the  concurrence  of  the 
U.S.  Treasury,  the  Department  of  Labor,  the  Department 
of  Justice,  and,  at  least  conceptually,  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency. 

We  also  are  beginning  to  get  our  arms  around  the  claims 
that  need  to  be  settled,  and  we’re  beginning  to  work  our  way 
through  duplicate  claims  and  claims  that  are  without  merit. 
There  is  a very  well-defined,  almost  arduous  process  that  we 
have  to  go  through  to  dispose  of  claims.  There  are  others  we 
need  to  negotiate  and  settle.  So  we’re  making  pretty  good 
progress  on  that. 

I would  say  the  biggest  milestone  to  come  will  be  the  final 

approval  of  our  plan  from 
the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and 
then  to  enlist  the  agency’s 
aid  in  selling  that  plan  to 
individual  states — most 
notably  Michigan,  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  New  York. 

But  we  have  other  states 
that  are  affected,  as  well.

I’ll  switch  to  a slightly  more 
philosophical  question.  In  a 
capitalist  economy,  compe- 
tition is  supposed  to  weed 
out  the  weaker  firms.  But  in 
this  case,  GM  has  received 
tens  of  billions  of  dollars  in 
bailout  funds  from  the  U.S.  government.  So,  was  the  government 
action  good  for  the  industry  and  good  for  the  taxpayers? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

I think  it  was  absolutely  essential.  And  I say  it  for  this  reason: 

If  General  Motors  had  failed,  it  would  have  taken  down  the 
United  States’  and  the  world’s  automotive  supply  base.  Had  that 
happened,  I believe  every  automobile  manufacturer  in  the  world 
would  have  gone  down. 

General  Motors  is  approximately  20  percent  of  the  world’s 
volume  or  of  the  United  State’s  volume.  Every  single  major 
manufacturer  of  automobiles  uses  one  or  more  parts  that  come 
from  suppliers  to  General  Motors.  If  GM  had  gone  down,  it 
would  have  taken  down  the  entire  world  automotive  supply 
chain.  From  that,  we  would  have  seen  the  rolling  unemployment 
in  the  automotive  supply  industry  quickly  expand  to  other 
industries  and  other  communities.  I think  we  would  be  in  the 
depths  of  a worldwide  depression  had  President  Obama  and 
President  Bush  not  provided  the  assistance  they  provided. 

Some  people  look  at  it  and  say,  “It’s  a capitalistic  society, 
we  should  have  allowed  General  Motors  to  fail.”  In  principle, 

I agree  with  them.  But  when  I look  at  it,  I think  it  was  the 


only  prudent  action  to  take 
because  to  have  not  taken 
action  would  have  just  created  a 
tremendous  worldwide  economic 
depression— at  least  as  bad,  if 
not  worse,  than  that  which 
occurred  in  the  early  1930s.

So  you  would  buy  into  the 
“too  big  to  fail”  notion  that 
we  currently  have  in  the 
financial  system? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

Yes.  Part  of  it,  Randy,  is  too  big 
to  fail.  And  I think  part  of  it  is 
too  interconnected  with  other 
aspects  of  the  economy  to  fail. 

So  in  that  sense,  because  GM  was  such  a significant  customer 
of  the  automotive  supply  base,  it  was  too  big  to  fail.  Chrysler  was 
not  too  big  to  fail.  Our  view  and  the  view  of  the  government 
was  that  Chrysler  could  have  gone  down  without  taking  down 
the  suppliers.  But  GM  was  just  far  too  big.

Do  you  have  any  words  of  wisdom  that  you  would  like  to  pass  on 
to  alumni  and  students? 

A1  Koch  ’64 

I believe  that  the  education  I received  at  Elizabethtown  College 
has  served  me  well  over  the  years.  A broader  outlook  on  business 
and  on  the  economy  helps  a great  deal  in  doing  these  restructuring 
assignments.  And  when  I left  the  College,  because  we  studied  a 
variety  of  things,  I had  a bit  broader  view  than  some  people  who 
studied  accounting.  Having  that  sort  of  broad  view  and  wider 
interest  was  a great  entry  into  the  business  world.  It  encouraged 
me  to  do  more  than  just  be  an  accountant.  So  I would  encourage 
students  to  keep  in  mind  the  value  of  a liberal  arts  education, 
because  it  will  prepare  them  well  for  whatever  it  is  they  ultimately 
end  up  doing  in  life. 
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Experiencing  the  future  at  the  2009  world  Business  forum

In  October  2009,  three  Elizabethtown  College  students 
plunged  feet  first  into  their  future  and  experienced 
the  world  that  awaits  them  after  graduation  thanks  to 
a unique  opportunity. 

Daniel  Glatfelter  ’10,  Stephen  McGonigle  ’10 
and  Martina  White  ’10 — along  with  Bryan  Greenberg, 
assistant  professor  of  marketing;  Sanjay  Paul,  associate 
professor  of  economics  and  chair  of  the  Department 
of  Business;  and  Richard  Bailey,  vice  president  for 
finance — attended  the  World  Business  Forum,  an  annual 
symposium  on  the  most  relevant  and  timely  issues 
confronting  business.  Well  attended  by  international 
business  leaders,  the  event  is  one  in  which  few  colleges 
and  universities  are  privileged  to  participate.  This 
opportunity  was  made  possible  as  a result  of  the  generous 
sponsorship  of  S.  Dale  High  ’63  H’93,  trustee  emeritus. 

At  the  World  Business  Forum,  White  notes  that 
she  and  the  other  Elizabethtown  students  were  able  to 
rub  elbows  with  leaders  in  business,  finance  and  politics. 
“For  just  two  days  out  of  the  year,  thousands  of  men  and 
women  from  around  the  world  gather  to  absorb  the 
knowledge  and  advice  of  great  minds,”  she  says  of  the 
event,  much  of  which  was  held  in  the  famed  Radio  City 
Music  Hall  in  New  York  City.  “The  presenters  discussed 
pressing  issues  and  explained  some  of  the  strategies  they 
have  implemented  to  be  successful.  Many  participants 
find  these  business  leaders’  insights  are  more  like  music 
to  the  ears  than  the  melodies  typically  heard  throughout 
the  beautiful  hall.” 

Greenberg  agrees.  “The 
students  had  a really  amazing 
experience.  I think  just  being  in 
that  professional  environment  is 
very  helpful,”  he  reflects,  saying 
that  the  broader  opportunity  to 
be  in  the  capital  of  this  nation’s 
economy  also  was  beneficial.  “We 
went  to  Times  Square  and  examined 
everything  around  us  from  a marketing 
perspective,  in  what  I like  to  call  a 
‘living  laboratory.’” 

The  marketing  professor 
also  observes  that  the  dialogue 
between  the  students  and  professors 
took  on  a different  character  in  this 
setting  outside  the  classroom.  “It 
was  really  valuable  having  faculty- 
student  interaction  in  a different 
environment  and  on  a peer  level,” 
he  explains.  “I  think  being  able  to 
converse  and  hear  each  other’s  ideas 
was  good  for  them  and  for  us.” 


Reflecting  on  an  incredible  two  days — featuring 
speakers  such  as  former  U.S.  President  William  Clinton, 
Saatchi  & Saatchi’s  Chief  Executive  Officer  Worldwide 
Kevin  Roberts,  and  Royal  Dutch  Shell  Chief  Executive 
Officer  Peter  Voser — White  had  trouble  choosing  just 
one  experience  as  her  favorite.  “I  particularly  enjoyed 
the  speech  by  Patrick  Lencioni,  founder  and  president 
of  the  Table  Group  Inc.,  about  leadership  and  teams,” 
she  remembers,  pointing  out  that  she  already  has 
applied  some  of  Lencioni’s  advice.  “I  was  the  2009 
Elizabethtown  College  field  hockey  captain,  and  I could 
directly  relate  Mr.  Lencioni’s  presentation  to  my  role  as 
a leader  on  the  team.  He  spoke  about  team  dynamics — 
how  to  develop  team  strengths,  the  importance  of  trust 
on  a team,  and  even  how  to  create  accountability  while 
maintaining  positive  results.  I know  these  lessons 
impacted  my  leadership  abilities  throughout  the  rest  of 
the  field  hockey  season,  and  I believe  they  will  continue 
to  influence  the  way  I lead  in  the  future.” 

Feeling  fortunate  to  have  been  selected  to  participate, 
White  will  long  remember  this  experience  as  one  of  the 
highlights  of  her  four  years  at  Elizabethtown.  “Attending 
the  World  Business  Forum  and  making  connections  is 
beneficial  for  business  students  to  build  a strong  bridge 
from  the  academic  world  into  the  business  world,” 
she  says.

A Trailblazing  Experience  in  Library  Navigation 

For  Rachel  Jones  Williams  ’06 — a historian,  author  and  museum 
consultant — the  tools  at  High  Library  have  enabled  her  to 
fulfill  a dream  and  complete  her  upcoming  book,  “Trailblazers: 
Innovative  African  Americans  in  Pennsylvania  History,”  which 
will  be  available  in  fall  2010. 

While  researching  her  book,  Jones  Williams  was  helped 
by  the  library  staff  members,  who  showed  her  how  to  access 
telephone  directories,  newspapers  and  periodicals.  “Learning  the 
different  computer  databases  opened  up  another  world  for  me,” 
says  Jones  Williams.  “What  could  have  been  difficult  was  made 
much  easier.  If  I didn’t  have  High  Library,  I would  have  been

bouncing  around  to  libraries  across  the  state.  The  library  staff 
gave  me  more  than  a platform  . . . they  gave  me  an  elevator 
when  I needed  to  get  to  the  next  place.  The  Library  has  made 
information  so  accessible,  it  has  made  me  fearless.” 

High  Library  has  65  computer  research  databases,  including 
WorldCAT  and  Academic  Search  Premier,  which  are  heavily 
used  by  students.  Databases  are  accessible  from  any  location 
for  students,  staff  and  faculty  with  an  Elizabethtown  College 
computer  account.  According  to  Head  of  Readers’  Services 
Sylvia  Morra,  there  were  more  than  315,000  searches 
performed  through  the  library’s  various  databases  last  year.

Books  and  So  Much  More 

Although  advances  in  library  technology  have  provided  students 
with  vast  opportunities  for  research,  Access  Services  Librarian 
Louise  Hyder-Darlington  says  misconceptions  about  libraries 
still  exist.  “There  is  an  assumption  that  the  library  is  just  about 
books,”  reflects  Hyder-Darlington.  “So  much  has  changed  in  the 
way  we  gather  information.  It’s  not  just  about  books.  It’s  not  just 
about  the  printed  word.  Now  it’s  also  about  how  to  navigate  the 
electronic  online  resources.” 

Elizabethtown  College  senior  Jonathan  Gamble,  a profes- 
sional writing  and  philosophy  double  major,  agrees,  especially 
in  terms  of  gaining  employment  post  graduation.  “I  do  believe 
that  developing  research  skills  is  vital  to  any  job,”  Gamble  says. 
“Employers  want  self-starters  to  be  able  to  navigate  through 
excess  amounts  of  information,  find  the  relevant  material,  and 
communicate  it  with  concise  language.  It’s  a valuable  tool  in 
the  workplace.” 

According  to  High  Library  Director  BethAnn  Zambella, 
while  library  technology  will  continue  to  expand,  electronic 
resources  have  not  replaced  books.  “Finding  information  in  all 
formats  is  valuable,”  Zambella  explains.  “We  don’t  want  people 
to  be  prejudiced.  True  scholars  looking  for  answers  don’t  stick 
to  one  format.” 

Gaining  Knowledge,  Skills  for  a Lifetime 

Knowing  how  to  use  resources  at  the  library  will  help  students 
achieve  their  academic  and  ultimate  career  goals,  claims  Zambella. 
And  it  will  make  students  better  consumers  and  citizens. 

For  example,  students  who  know  how  to  navigate  library 
databases  can  make  more  educated  decisions  about  moving  to 
a new  city,  finding  housing,  and  learning  about  a community’s 
specific  political  issues.  “There’s  a lot  of  information  to  know  to 
be  a responsible  member  of  a town,”  Zambella  explains.  “A  lot 
of  issues  are  far  reaching.  There  are  bigger  issues  than  school 
taxes  or  the  school  board.  There  are  global  issues.” 

Hyder-Darlington  echoes  Zambella’s  thoughts.  “The  college 
experience  is  about  students  making  sense  of  the  world  and  their 
place  in  it.  At  the  library,  the  world  is  right  at  their  fingertips,” 
Hyder-Darlington  says.  “They  are  gaining  tools  to  use  for  the 
rest  of  their  lives.  They  now  understand  how  information  about 
the  rest  of  the  world  is  structured,  and  it  gives  a sense  of  courage 
and  confidence.” 

A New  Way  of  Gathering  Knowledge 

For  Melissa  Langan  TO,  tackling  the  process  of  using  the 
computer  databases  was  unnerving. 

Langan  first  attended  Elizabethtown  from  1993  until  1995 
and  then  returned  last  fall  as  a non-traditional  student  to 
complete  her  studies  in  psychology.  Langan,  who  commuted 
to  campus  from  Wilkes-Barre  four  times  a week  until  finishing 
her  degree  in  January,  says  the  library  staff  helped  her  learn  to 
navigate  new  technology  that  did  not  exist  at  the  library  in  the 
mid-1990s.  “When  I didn’t  know  how  to  do  something  I wasn’t 
too  proud  to  ask,”  Langan  says.  “It  definitely  increased  my 
confidence  in  how  to  use  the  system  and  boosted  the  confidence 
I had  in  myself.” 

According  to  Zambella,  High  Library’s  operating  budget 
for  the  2009-2010  academic  year  is  approximately  $480,000,

of  which  $130,000  will  be  used  to  pay  for  computer  database 
licensing  fees. 

Maintaining  the  software  for  the  scores  of  databases 
requires  constant  close  attention  to  how  vendors  change 
the  way  information  is  dispersed.  “The  terrain  is  constantly 
changing,”  says  Head  of  Library  Database  Systems  Joan  Quinn. 
“There  are  all  kinds  of  connections  possible  between  databases 
and  the  software  packages  we  use.  We  try  to  structure  the 
database  connections  so  that  the  resources  are  as  easy  as 
possible  for  students  to  navigate.” 

A Librarian's  Helpful  Role 

All  of  the  College’s  librarians  teach  a mandatory  class  for  new 
students  as  part  of  Elizabethtown’s  First- Year  Seminar,  as  well 
as  additional  classes  on  how  to  use  resources  at  the  library. 

Morra  says  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  her  job 
as  a librarian  and  teacher  is  to  help  students  connect  “library 
language”  with  the  real  world.  “It’s  important  to  know  how  to 
evaluate  what  you  find,”  Morra  explains.  “By  writing  papers, 
seriously  reading  and  incorporating  ideas  until  they  become 
internalized,  it  changes  you.  It  transforms  you.” 


Megan  Casey  '1 1 found  a haven  at  High  Library  to  focus  on  her 
studies  and  her  personal  goals. 


A Wealth  of  Resources 

While  computer  databases  provide  students  with  a wealth  of 
quality  information,  students  also  take  advantage  of  other  library 
tools — such  as  the  Interlibrary  Loan  system,  a national  network 
of  colleges  and  universities  that  share  books  and  other  research 
material — to  acquire  information.  As  part  of  the  Interlibrary 
Loan  system,  Elizabethtown  College  students,  faculty  and  staff 
borrowed  7,300  items  last  school  year  including  books,  articles, 
DVDs  and  videos  from  other  college  libraries.  Library  personnel 
sent  out  2,200  items  to  other  libraries,  notes  Collection  Services 
Librarian  Anna  Pilston. 


A History  of  the  Library

Elizabethtown  College’s  first  library  was  opened  in 
Alpha  Hall  in  1900.  In  1910,  the  library  was  moved 
to  Rider  Hall,  where  it  resided  for  40  years. 

During  the  College’s  Middle  States  Association 
accreditation  process  in  the  late  1940s,  it  was  stipulated 
that  the  College  needed  to  build  a library  “commensurate 
with  its  educational  goals  and  aspirations.”  On  April  9, 
1949,  ground  was  broken  for  the  new  library. 

At  a cost  of  $160,000,  the  Zug  Memorial  Library — 
named  in  honor  of  Samuel  Zug,  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  College — was  dedicated  Oct.  20,  1950.  The  new 
facility  had  a capacity  of  50,000  volumes,  even  though 
there  were  only  16,500  volumes  in  the  collection  in  1950. 
Not  too  many  years  passed  before  Zug’s  capacity  was 
reached.  In  1965,  a wing  on  each  end  of  the  library 
was  added,  thereby  expanding  the  library’s  capacity  to 
100,000  volumes. 

In  the  mid-1980s,  a capital  campaign  was  begun  under 
the  leadership  of  College  President  Emeritus  Gerhard 
Spiegler.  One  of  the  campaign’s  goals  was  to  raise  enough 
funds  to  erect  a new  library.  Spurred  by  a generous  gift 
from  The  High  Foundation,  the  new  library’s  construction 
began  March  14,  1989.  The  building — which  was  named 
in  honor  of  Trustee  Emeritus  S.  Dale  High  ’63  H’93  — 
was  dedicated  Sept.  22,  1990.  High  Library  has  a capacity 
to  house  250,000  volumes  and  is  equipped  with  conference 
rooms,  study  carrels,  group  study  spaces,  and  a smart 
classroom  for  research  instruction  and  student  use.

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High  Library  also  boasts  McCormick  Computer  Lab,  which 
is  equipped  with  about  20  computers;  study  rooms  and  carrels; 
and  DVD  screening  areas.  Students  also  have  access  to  the 
Library  Laptop  Loan  program,  through  which  students  can 
borrow  a laptop  from  the  library  for  up  to  three  hours. 

Before  the  work  of  scrutinizing  information  obtained 
through  the  library’s  various  portals,  Megan  Casey,  a junior 
majoring  in  English  literature,  says  she  gathers  information 
using  popular  online  search  engines,  hut  only  as  a preliminary 
step.  “I’m  not  bashing  the  Internet.  It’s  something  that  is 
extremely  useful  and  that  I have  to  have,”  Casey  reflects. 

“For  me  the  Internet  is  a starting  point.  I go  to  the  library  to 
funnel  information  and  check  it  for  accuracy.” 

Pilston  says  using  mainstream  online  search  engines  may 
only  be  a first  step  for  students  in  their  process  of  gathering 


research,  but  a beneficial  one.  “There  are  a lot  of  free  tools  out 
there  . . . Google  Scholar,  Google  Books,  etc.”  Pilston  says.  “It’s 
good  stuff.  We  use  them  too.” 

Visiting  the  library  has  changed  Casey’s  study  habits  and 
helped  her  prepare  to  write  a thesis  for  the  Elizabethtown 
Honors  Program.  As  an  Honors  student,  Casey  has  certain 
library  privileges  such  as  being  permitted  to  check  out  books 
for  the  full  semester.  “This  thesis  will  be  my  crowning  project,” 
Casey  says.  “It’s  really  important  that  I do  the  best  job  that  I can 
do.  It’s  necessary  to  have  these  resources  and  to  have  them  for 
an  extended  period  of  time." 

A Quiet  Place  to  Focus 

Casey  enjoys  her  time  at  the  library.  “The  library  is  calming.  I’m 
learning  to  take  one  thing  at  a time.  Everything  is  thrown  out  at

And  the  series  presented  a November  2009  showing  of  the  award-winning  feature  film, 
“Home,”  which  included  a discussion  with  film  writer  and  director  Mary  Haverstick  (shown 
second  from  right  in  bottom  right  photograph),  and  composer  Michele  Mercure  (shown  far 
right).  “Home”  producers,  Paul  and  Judy  Schoenly  Ware  ’68  (shown  left),  attended  the  event. 
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us  . . . television,  radio.  Everything  comes  at  you,”  Casey  reflects. 
“The  library  makes  me  feel  more  balanced,  more  focused,  more 
together.  Maybe  that’s  because  I am  a bibliophile.” 

As  a commuter  who  spent  long  hours  at  High  Library, 
Langan,  a wife  and  mother,  says  High  Library  provided  her  with 
a sense  of  community.  “It  was  my  oasis,”  Langan  says.  “It  allowed 
me  to  do  what  I needed  to  do  for  the  student  part  of  me.” 


Zambella  says  she  hopes  that  the  library  will  continue 
to  serve  as  a crossroads  for  students.  “I’d  like  to  think  that  the 
biggest  nexus  is  between  curricular  and  co-curricular  paths,” 
Zambella  says.  “A  path  that  leads  from  the  classroom  to  the 
library  and  a path  that  leads  from  the  library  to  outside  activities 
and  interests.” 


Alisha  Martin  '13  Receives  Inaugural  Carper  Award 

As  president  of  her  high  school’s  chapter  of  Teens  Against  Tobacco  Use,  Alisha  Martin  ’13  developed  an  awareness 
l of  the  negative  health  consequences  of  smoking.  During  her  Honors  Program  First- Year  Seminar,  “Gotta  Have 
It:  Exploring  the  Science  of  Addiction,”  the  biology  major  was  challenged  to  broaden  and  deepen  her  understanding 
of  nicotine  addiction  through  research.  In  April  2010,  Martin’s  work  was  honored  with  the  inaugural  Anna  Carper 
Excellence  in  Library  Research  Award  at  the  High  Library  20th  Anniversary  Celebration. 

The  Carper  Award  was  created  to  recognize  excellent  scholarship  by  First- Year  Seminar  students  who  make 
“valuable  use”  of  the  High  Library’s  print  and  electronic  collections  and  other  available  information  resources.  Along 
with  a certificate,  the  grand  prize  Carper  Award  recipient  also  receives  $500.  The  Anna  Carper  Excellence  in  Library 
Research  Award  is  supported  by  an  endowment  funded  by  the  Carper  Family  and  named  after  Anna  Carper  ’41,  the 
College’s  librarian  from  1960  to  1986. 

During  her  First- Year  Seminar,  Martin — a biology  major,  who  plans  to  enroll  in  optometry  school  after  completing 
her  undergraduate  degree — developed  much  more  than  a better  understanding  of  nicotine  addiction.  “While  1 
understood  the  health  impacts  of  smoking,  I didn’t  have  a thorough  understanding  of  the  biomechanics  of  how 
smoking  impacts  the  body,”  she  says. 

“Through  this  project,  I not  only  learned 
about  the  addiction,  but  I also  learned 
about  the  type  of  in-depth  research  that 
is  expected  in  college  and  developed  new 
techniques  for  research  and  study.” 

Surprisingly,  Martin  notes  that  most 
of  her  research  was  done  online.  In  her 
First- Year  Seminar,  Martin  learned  about 
Google  Scholar  during  a lecture  by  High 
Library  staff  about  tools  for  conducting 
research.  Through  the  online  search 
tool,  she  scanned  for  current  scholarly 
research  on  the  subject.  With  many 
periodicals  available  online  through  High 
Library’s  website,  Martin  completed 
extensive  research  from  the  comfort 
of  her  residence  facility.  If  published 
research  was  not  available  at  the  Library, 

Martin  requested  resources  through 
Interlibrary  Loan,  also  available  through 
the  Library’s  website. 

In  reflecting  on  the  award,  Martin 
expresses  her  appreciation  for  the  support 
she  received.  “I  thank  the  High  Library 
staff  for  the  invaluable  services  they 
provide,”  says  the  student,  who  will  use 
the  $500  cash  prize  to  buy  books  for 
next  year’s  courses.

iclizabettitown  Alumni  Aid 
Global  Health  Initiative 


Known  as  the  “Gateway  to  the  Caribbean,”  Santo  Domingo 
i is  the  thriving  capital  of  the  Dominican  Republic  and 
arguably  the  center  of  the  nation’s  commerce. 

Only  an  hour’s  drive  east,  the  small  city  of  Consuelo  is 
a much  different  Dominican  Republic.  Consuelo,  which  sits 
outside  the  reach  of  the  tourism  industry’s  influence  and  dollars, 
has  built  its  economy  on  sugar  cane.  In  the  1980s  when  the 
industry  began  to  struggle,  the  economy  of  the  city  suffered. 
Today,  financial  well-being  is  a dream  that  eludes  many  of 
Consuelo’s  residents.  And  just  outside  the  city,  along  the  sugar 
cane  fields,  a largely  migrant  workforce  and  their  families  live  in 
heart-wrenching  poverty — void  of  many  essential  human  services. 

Since  2004,  The  Children’s  Hospital  of  Philadelphia 
(CHOP)  has  sought  to  address  the  basic  health  needs  of  the 
children  of  these  migrant  workers.  Two  Elizabethtown  College 
occupational  therapy  alumni,  April  Andrescavage  ’01  and 
Eric  Kurzenberger  ’06,  have  participated  in  the  initiative,

which  is  not  only  providing  essential  health  and  rehabilitation 
services  but  also  is  training  health  care  workers  to  sustain  these 
efforts  in  the  community. 

A Sustainable  Improvement  in  Public  Health 

For  decades,  migrant  laborers  from  Haiti  traveled  to  the 
Dominican  Republic  to  find  work  during  the  sugar  cane  harvest. 
Over  a generation,  some  of  the  men  settled  in  bateyes— company 
towns,  comprised  of  barracks  and  a few  houses — along  the  sugar 
cane  fields. 

There,  the  men  married  and  raised  families.  Their  children, 
born  of  parents  who  are  not  legal  immigrants,  often  find 
themselves  growing  up  without  a home  country,  as  neither  Haiti 
nor  the  Dominican  Republic  will  provide  them  with  citizenship 
papers.  And  without  papers,  the  children  cannot  go  to  school 
or  take  advantage  of  public  services,  like  health  care. 

According  to  Andrescavage,  an  occupational  therapist 
(OT)  with  CHOP’s  inpatient  rehabilitation  team,  a few 
determined  CHOP  staff  members  launched  an  effort  in  2004  to 
address  this  need.  “A  group  of  passionate  people  joined  together 
to  create  a program  to  provide  primary  health  care  for  children 
who  were  living  in  the  bateyes,”  she  explains.  They  called 
themselves  the  Alliance  for  International  Medicine  (AIM), 
which  now  is  known  as  Global  Health. 

Kurzenberger,  who  previously  worked  for  CHOP  and  now 
is  a traveling  OT,  says  the  program  mirrors  the  outreach  the 
hospital  does  in  southeastern  Pennsylvania  through  its  Kids  First 
centers,  now  known  as  Pediatric  and  Adolescent  Care  practices. 
“The  goal  of  Kids  First  is  to  set  up  community  facilities  to  provide 
comprehensive  primary  care  to  children,”  he  says,  noting  that 
CHOP  volunteers  went  to  the  Caribbean  with  a similar  goal — 
to  establish  relationships  and  provide  support  in  order  to  create 
a sustainable  heath  care  program  in  the  bateyes.  “Their  hope 
was  to  work  collaboratively  with  health  services  professionals 
at  a clinic  in  Consuelo  to  address  this  need.” 

Andrescavage  says  the  sustainability  of  the  program  is  key 
to  its  success.  “The  program  was  set  up  in  such  a way  that  a 
Global  Health  team  can  go  down  every  six  months  and  we  feel 
like  we  can  continue  to  see  the  benefits  of  the  efforts  that  we’ve 
been  making  and  new  initiatives  that  we’ve  tried,”  she  reflects. 
“So  it’s  not  something  in  which  we  drop  in,  do  it  once,  and 
then  leave.  We  are  establishing  a long-term  connection  with 
the  community.” 

Consuelo  is  not  the  only  global  community  in  which 
CHOP  staff  members  are  involved.  Since  2004,  more  than 
100  hospital  medical  professionals  have  participated  in  a 
Children’s  Hospital  Global  Health  activity,  primarily  outside 
the  borders  of  the  United  States.  More  than  4,000  children 
have  received  care  in  another  country  from  a CHOP  clinical 
professional  in  one  of  the  Hospital’s  established  programs. 
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Adding  OT  to  the  Mix 

In  the  first  few  years  of  Global  Heath’s  effort,  a small  group  of 
CHOP  volunteers — including  doctors,  nurses,  nurse  practitioners 
and  medical  students — took  vacation  time  to  travel  to  the 
Caribbean  every  six  months  to  work  in  the  bateyes. 

Andrescavage  and  a colleague,  who  is  a physical  therapist, 
had  been  participating  in  the  group’s  fundraisers  during  the  early 
years  of  the  program.  Now  and  then,  the  pair  would  encourage 
the  team  members  to  consider  expanding  by  adding  an  occupa- 
tional or  physical  therapist  to  the  group.  In  2008,  the  team  took 
them  up  on  their  offer. 

“We  volunteered  to  give  out  medicine  or  whatever  they 
needed  us  to  do,”  she  says.  “In  June  2008,  they  decided  they 
wanted  us  to  join  them  and  actually  serve  in  the  roles  in  which 
we’ve  been  trained.”  On  her  first  service  trip  to  the  country, 
Andrescavage  did  a needs  assessment,  which  formed  the 
foundation  of  the  occupational  therapy  work  that  has  occurred 
during  each  semiannual  visit  to  the  country  since  then. 

Today,  she  serves  as  Global  Health  OT  coordinator,  which 
is  the  liaison  between  the  Global  Health  Caribbean  coordinators 
and  the  OT  volunteers.  “We  send  one  OT  each  time.  Part  of 
what  I do  is  interview  candidates  and  select  who  is  going  to  go,” 
Andrescavage  says,  noting  that  she  also  plans  the  individuals’ 
orientation  and  works  with  the  Global  Health  Caribbean 
coordinators  to  plans  their  work.  “We  develop  different  goals 
for  each  trip  so  that  the  program  progresses.  And,  after  the  trip, 
we  look  for  opportunities  to  improve  the  program  and  enhance 
our  work  based  on  feedback  from  the  teams.” 

Every  Trip  Builds  on  Success 

Kurzenberger  was  the  second  OT  to  travel  to  the  Caribbean, 
journeying  to  Consuelo  in  October  2008. 

During  his  two-week  service  experience,  he  went  from  batey 
to  batey  doing  patient  assessment  and  offering  professional  OT 
services.  In  addition  to  initiating  contact  with  volunteer  therapy 
staff  and  administrators,  Kurzenberger  mentored  those  who  were 
treating  children  at  a community  orphanage.  He  also  planned 
future  collaborations  for  returning  CHOP  therapists,  including

inservices  on  ergonomics  and  sensory  activities  for 
increasing  student  attention. 

The  experience  left  Kurzenberger  forever  changed, 
both  personally  and  professionally.  “It  was  an  eye  opener. 
The  conditions  were  very,  very  poor — people  did  not 
have  clean  water  to  drink  and  were  living  in  houses 
smaller  than  our  kitchens,”  he  reflects.  “Despite  this, 
people  were  generally  happy.  It  was  a really  humbling 
experience  and  helped  me  appreciate  what  we  have." 

He  notes  that  practicing  his  occupation  without 
the  modem  equipment  he  uses  in  the  United  States 
forced  him  to  become  resourceful.  “Without  my  tools, 

I became  more  comfortable  and  confident  in  my  skills,” 
he  remembers.  “Necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention. 
And  1 was  forced  to  be  creative  in  my  work  with 
patients.”  During  his  visit,  he  even  had  a “MacGyver- 
like”  moment,  when  he  found  himself  using  a machete 
to  convert  a broken  plastic  medicinal  organizer  into  a 
wheelchair  tray  table,  so  that  a young  patient  had  surface  on 
which  to  play. 

Returning  with  a Research  Goal 

Since  her  first  service  experience  in  the  Dominican  Republic, 
Andrescavage  has  longed  to  return.  And  in  May  2010,  she  got 
her  heart’s  desire  and  once  again  visited  the  bateyes. 

While  there,  she  launched  a line  of  research,  gathering 
baseline  data  on  the  developmental  status  of  the  children  with 
the  goal  of  evaluating  those  participating  in  a nutrition  program 
provided  by  Medicines  for  Humanity.  “The  World  Health 
Organization  has  guidelines  for  malnutrition  based  on  height 
and  weight.  If  they  meet  the  criterion,  children  can  he  put  into 
a nutrition  program  in  which  they  get  packets  of  food  for  their 
family  that  hopefully  improve  their  nutrition,”  she  explains. 
“This  work  will  begin  a journey  of  research  that  looks  at  the  link 
between  development  and  nutrition  for  the  children  living  in 
the  bateyes.” 

Already  sharing  some  of  the  wisdom  gained  during  her 
experiences,  Andrescavage  presented  a poster  on  program 
development  at  the  World  Federation  of  Occupational  Therapy 
Congress,  held  in  Chile  in  May  2010.  Through  her  international 
presentation  and  with  the  new  line  of  research,  Andrescavage 
not  only  is  improving  the  lives  of  a few  children  in  a small 
country  in  the  Caribbean,  she  also  is  positively  influencing  the 
lives  of  children  worldwide. 

Growth  is  a Two-Way  Street 

Like  Kurzenberger,  Andrescavage  has  found  that,  through  her 
service  to  others,  she  also  is  being  positively  affected. 

“It’s  not  only  us  teaching  them,  but  it’s  also  them 
teaching  us.  I remember  coming  back  from  my  first  trip  and 
saying,  ‘I  learned  so  much  more  than  I taught,’  ” she  reflects. 
“Professionally,  we  get  very  busy  with  our  day-to-day  and  get 
caught  up  in  what  insurances  won’t  pay  for,  what  we  can’t  get  for 
our  kids,  and  the  things  that  we  need.  Through  this  experience, 

I brought  hack  the  value  of  just  slowing  down  and  making  sure 
that  I connect  with  each  and  every  person  I’m  working  with." 
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There  was  no  doubt  that  the  August  2009  wedding  of  Chelsea 
Carson  '07  and  Bryan  Torresani  '06  (shown  front,  center)  had 
its  origins  at  Elizabethtown  College.

Erin  Pryor  '08:  It's  a Jungle  Out  There

Erin  Pryor  ’08  didn’t  study  professional  writing  so  she  could  hand  out  jockey  shorts. 

However,  that’s  exactly  what  she  recently  distributed  to  press  outlets  to  promote 
Animal  Planet’s  new  show,  “Jockeys.”  It’s  just  another  day  on  the  job  for  Erin,  who  is  a 
publicity  assistant  for  Animal  Planet  and  Discovery  Communications. 

As  a member  of  a five-person  public  relations  team,  Erin  promotes  and  maintains 
interest  in  Animal  Planet’s  newest  shows.  In  October  2009,  she  spoke  about  her  job  to  a 
group  of  Elizabethtown  students  in  a professional  writing  class  offered  by  Ralph  W.  Schlosser 
Professor  of  English  David  Downing. 

During  her  remarks,  Erin  discussed  a recent  promotional  campaign  she  worked  on  for 
the  show,  “Living  with  the  Wolfman,”  which  followed  an  English  couple  who  lived  with 
wolves  in  an  effort  to  reintroduce  the  animals  to  the  wild.  Months  before  the  first  episode 
was  finished,  the  team  developed  media  relations  materials.  Erin  wrote  various  articles, 
including  historical  and  background  information,  talent  biographies,  and  plot  summaries. 

These  documents  were  assembled  into  a media  kit,  which  was  distributed  electronically  to 
reporters  from  media  outlets  throughout  the  country. 

In  advance  of  the  show’s  first  air  date,  the  team  launched  the  “I  Kissed  a Wolf’ 
campaign,  a play  on  Katy  Perry’s  song,  “I  Kissed  a Girl.”  As  part  of  the  campaign,  they 

distributed  “relationship  first  aid  kits,”  which  included  promotional  materials  and  a unique  gift  to  attract  the  media’s  attention.  Erin  booked 
segments  on  “Late  Night  with  Conan  O’Brien,”  “20/20”  and  “The  Early  Show”  for  the  stars  of  “Living  with  the  Wolfman.”  In  addition,  her 
team  has  one  full-time  person  dedicated  to  writing  for  social  networking  sites,  such  as  Facebook  and  Twitter,  to  feed  tidbits  of  infonnation  to 
fans  and  keep  them  interested. 

It  is  not  quite  the  career  Erin  had  envisioned  when  she  graduated  from  Elizabethtown  College,  but  her  current  focus  on  written  work 
makes  public  relations  an  ideal  fit  for  her.  Erin  believes  that  the  writing  skills  she  learned  at  Elizabethtown  have  been  invaluable  to  her. 

I write  press  releases  nonstop,  all  the  time,”  says  Erin.  When  written  work  is  so  frequently  disseminated  to  the  public,  it  is  important,  she 
feels,  that  the  technique  behind  it  is  strong.

Spending  the  day  draped  in  diamonds,  nibbling  on  delicious  chocolate,  and 
reading  an  inspiring  novel  has  all  the  makings  of  a delightful  fantasy.  As  The 
Hershey  Company  rolled  out  an  effort  that  connected  the  three  pleasures  and 
raised  funds  for  the  fight  against  breast  cancer,  Jacqueline  Schiavoni  Orth  ’93  and 
College  Trustee  Leanna  Whetstone  Meiser  ’01 — two  of  its  employees,  along  with 
other  members  of  Hershey ’s  Women’s  Council — celebrated  the  spirit  of  cause  by 
reading  the  book  that  inspired  the  effort  and  by  supporting  two  important  charities. 

The  Hershey  Company’s  Share  the  Bliss  " campaign  joined  women  across  the 
nation  in  a celebration  of  everyday  joys  and  raised  awareness  for  the  Young 
Survival  Coalition  (YSC),  which  supports  women,  under  the  age  of  40,  who  are 
battling  breast  cancer.

During  the  Hershey  Share  the  Bliss™  campaign,  women  across  the  country 
competed  for  the  opportunity  to  “sparkle”  and  win  two-week  custody  of  a 
16.5-carat  diamond  necklace,  a delicious  supply  of  Hershey’s  Bliss  “ chocolate, 
and  a signed  copy  of  “The  Necklace.”
